X H AT in the preſent diſordered ſtate 
of things, there will always be brothels 
and proſtitutes, is a fact but too indiſput- 


| able, however unpleaſing. Any attempt to pre- 
vent this evil, would be no leſs impoſſible than 
impolitic, in the opinion of many; abſurd in 
itſelf, and productive of the worſt conſequences, 
Now, though we ſhould ſubſcribe to this rea- 
ſoning, and allow this neceſſity ; yet ſurely there 
is no neceſſity, that the wretched inftruments of 
paſſion, the unhappy women aſſigned to this 


baſe ſervice, ſhould endure all the extremities of 


miſery, and periſh in troops, unpitied, and 


unregarded, as if they were not fellow- creatures, 
and tellow-heirs of eternity.— This hath long

been the voice of humanity. And as the ex- 
quiſite diſtreſſes of deluded young women, have 


not, could not eſcape obſervation ; many bene- 
volent wiſhes have been vented both from the 


lips and from the pens of different perſons *, 


that ſome method might be thought. of, ſome 


humane ſcheme deviſed, for the relief of theſe 
pitiable ſufferers; for their reſcue from cala- 
mities, of all others moſt ſevere, becauſe, then, 


without remedy. 
But, from whatever cauſe, the good deſign 


reſted only in wiſhes : and no man had either 
magnanimity, virtue, influence or addreſs enough 
to carry it into execution till Mr, DINGLEY 


roſe ſuperior to mean and popular prejudices : 


and depending on the goodneſs of his cauſe, 
and the integrity of his intentions, offered to 
the public in the year M Dcc Lv311, an excellent 
plan, peculiarly his own; to which the following 


Introduction was prefixed, which does great ho- 
nour to that gentleman, and. well deſerves the 
reader's attention. | 

Noble and extenſive are the charities al- 
ready eſtabliſhed in this Metropolis; unfortu- 
nate females ſeem the only objects, who have 
not yet catched the attention of public benevo- 
lence: but we doubt not, it will appear on re- 
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gestion, a taſk of as great compaſſion and con- 
ſequence, neceſſity and advantage to provide a 
place of reception for them, as for any under 


the protection of the public. „ 
Humanity, with its utmoſt efforts, pleads 


their cauſe, more powerfully than any thing which 
can be offered on the ſubject; and it is obvious 
to every mind, from its own experience, that 
there cannot be greater objects of compaſſion, 
than poor, young, thoughtleſs females, plunged 
into ruin by thoſe temptations, to which their 
very youth, and perſonal advantages expoſe 
them, no leſs than thoſe paſſions implanted in 
our nature for wiſe and good ends. Surround- 
ed by ſnares, the moſt artfully and induſtriouſly 
laid; ſnares laid by thoſe endowed with ſuperior 


faculties, and all the advantages of education 
and fortune ; what virtue can be proof againſt 
ſuch formidable ſeducers; who ofter too com- 


monly, and too profuſely promiſe, to tranſport 


the thoughtleſs girls from want, confinement, 
and reſtraint of paſſions, to luxury, liberty, 


gaiety, and joy? And when once ſeduced, how 


ſoon their golden dreams vaniſh ! abandoned by 


a the ſeducer, deſerted by their friends, contemned 
by the world, they are left to ſtruggle with want, 


deſpair, and ſcorn; and even in their own de- 


fence to plunge deeper and deeper in ſin, till 


iſcaſe and death conclude a miſerable being.

eaſe, death, and eternal deſtruction, not through 
choice, but neceſſity. The ſeeds of virtue 
would exert themſelves; but, alas! the poſſibility 
is removed. The ſame neceſſity obliging them 
to prey on the unwary, diffuſes the contagion ; 


propagating profligacy, and ſpreading ruin, 


diſeaſe, and death, Almoſt — the whole 
human ſpecies. 
«© What act of benevolence, 1 can ** 
greater than to give theſe real objects of com- 


paſſion, an opportunity to reclaim and recover 


themſelves from their otherwiſe loſt ſtate; an 
opportunity to become, of peſts, uſeful members

humanity, will readily and gladly bear a part in

DixeLty, with the concurrence of ſeven worthy 


friends“, (whoſe names deſerve to be had in 


remembrance, and whoſe characters would do 


| honour to any undertaking) began the generous 


ſubſcription. Theſe gentlemen made themſelves. 
accountable, for whatever money ſhould be ſub- 


ſcribed ; which very ſoon, amounted to three 


thouſand pounds and upwards : —ſufficient proof 


of the good diſpoſitions of mankind, to ſo hu- 


mane an undertaking, and a ſucceſs, we believe, 


unparallelled by any charitable propoſal. A com- 
modious place in Preſcot- Street was immediately

molt favourable accounts in general : they turn 
out good ſervants, and have approved themſelves 


to the families, in which they are placed, and in 


Which we have the ſatisfaction to find that they 


continue; a very ſmall number only excepted. 


For thoſe who have been difmiſt the houſe, for 
irregularities, it. is but juſtice to ſay, that though 


doubtleſs ſome of them. have been turned out 


for crimes, yet the far greater part have been 
diſmiſt for faults and . little petu- 


lance of temper and refractorineſs of behaviour, 
which could not by any means be allowed. And 


who can wonder at this, in a ſociety of above 
an hundred young women, who have lived ſo 
much at large: have had, many of them, ſo 
few advantages from education or example; and 


been fo little accuſtomed to the decency of re- 


oular and amiable conduct? Nay, we. are 

- perſuaded, that they who conſider the nature of 
the inſtitution, and that the preſent 1s an account 

of its firſt eſſay, will rather be ſurpriſed to find, 


that ſo few as 76, out of 483, have been diſ. 


At the firſt open- 


ing of the houſe, before experience had yet 


given in her aid, compaſſion it is to be ſuppoſed,

from a reluctance to reject the miſerable petiti- 
oners, ſome not altogether proper gained ad- 
' miſſion. This was one ſource of more frequent 
diſmiſſions at firſt, And as in the firſt inſtitution 


one Matron only was provided, the multiplicity 


of whoſe neceſſary attendance upon the other 


buſineſs of the houſe, prevented her conſtant 


preſence with the women; a proper check upon 
them was wanting, to ſtifle little quarrels, correct 
refractory tempers, and diſcourage petulant 
and opprobrious language. But ſince an / 
Ming Matren has been choſen, whoſe buſineſs it 
is conſtantly to be preſent with, and to influence 
the conduct and diſcourſe of the women: 
Thro' her good care, and the exemplary manage- 
ment of the ſuperior Matron, we have had much 
leſs cauſe of complaint: and the diſmiſſions 


for irregular behaviour, have been far leſs fre- 
quent. 


But we deſire particularly to inform the 


reader, what hath given us the higheſt ſatis- 
faction, that even of thoſe who "Wifi been diſ- 
miſt, many have never returned to their former 


deteſted way of life; but have ſought to main- 
tain themſelves, in the moſt laborious ſervices, 
declaring, they would rather endure any extre- 


:nities, than plunge again into guilt and ſhame. 


— Nay, and ſome have applied to the Lord 


Mayer to be ſent abroad, that fo they might 
1 5 . avoid 
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avoid the fatal neceſſity of returning to vice, 


thro' mere want of ſuſtenance.—So that upon 


the whole, and from the beſt accounts we can 
procure, we have the utmoſt reaſon to believe, 


that not more than thirty, out of the 213, 


who have left the houſe, have return'd to an 
abandon'd courſe of life. And as no man 
could ever ſuppoſe, that each individual ad- 
mitted within the walls of the Magdalen-houſe, 
would prove a real penitent, and reap all the 
benefits there propoſed to them: So, certain- 
ly, it muſt be confeſt, that theſe are as hap- 
py conſequences, as the moſt ſanguine eſpou- 
ſers of this charitable deſign could expect 
_ conſequences which muſt delight the heart of 
every humane and ſincere Chriſtian ; who can 


never fail to hear with pleaſure of the reſtoration 
and recovery of ſo many young and helpleſs 


fellow-creatures—from a ſtate the moſt pitiable 
from fearful deſtruction of body and ſoul, ap- 
parently inevitable, without this hoſpitable ſuc- 


cour. And were we allowed to mention the 


particular circumſtances of diſtreſs, and all the 
mournful ſtory of the woe, which many of them 


have ſuffered; as well as the innate goodneſs of 
mind, which hath diſcover'd itſelf in 2 the 


compaſſion of the public would be much moved

For the women Now in the bas.” we have 
the pleaſure to aſſure the public, that they be- 


have themſelves with all imaginable propriety. 
Nay, the public are themſelves, in ſome meaſure, 
judges, by ſeeing their decent and commendable 
deportment in the Chapel, which has diſpelled 


the doubts, and diſſipated the ſcruples of many 
heſitating objectors to this deſign. Their con- 


cluct, in other reſpects, is conformable to that 
in the Chapel; as unexceptionable as could be 
expected; nay, and much more ſo, than might 
generally be imagined, conſidering their former 
ſtate and circumſtances. —Several of them con- 
ſtantly attend the Sacrament; more, we hope, 
in due time, and after proper inſtructions, will 


follow the good example; and, if from external 


marks we may be allowed to infer the {incerity 


of the ſoul, we have every proof, which could 


be deſired. They expreſs the greateſt gratitude 


to their benefactors, and the molt. affectionate 


ſentiments towards their friends: In proof of 
winch, we are permitted to ſubjoin a few 
original Letters. Nor is their regard for each 
other leſs conſpicuous : ſolicitous as they ſhew 
themſelves to ſerve, and to recommend each 


other, according to their abilities, to proper 


places an plan, A tender zeal for the 


welfare 
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welfare of their ſiſter- Magdalens hath frequently 
ſhewn itſelf, in thoſe who have left the houſe + 

and the delicacy of many to keep ſecret their 
connections, has been truly commendable. Sen- 


ſible of the happineſs of their ſituation, they 


are truly thankful for the comfort they enjoy, ſu- 
perior, many of them frankly declare, to what- 
| ever they yet enjoyed in any part of their lives. 


And what wonder? when they are treated with 
the utmoſt humanity, are ſupplied with al! 


things neceſſary to the well-being of ſoul and . 


body: have an opportunity to attend a regular 


courſe of divine worſhip; and in ſickneſs want 
neither the beſt aids of phyſic, nor the beſt 
conſolations of a ſpiritual inſtructor. While ſoli- 
citous for their future welfare, the Conduftors 


of the charity, with a truly paternal regard, 


uſe all their kind endeavours, to ſettle them in 
life with propriety, and to enable them to pro- 


cure their own bread, with decency and reputa- 
tion. 


+ The following ſhort extract of a Letter from one of the 
women to another, for whom ſhe had procured a place, may 
ſerve as proof of the aſſertion. After directing her to her 


ſervice, ſhe proceeds, Now, my dear Nancy, as providence 
has put it in my power to help you to this place, I hope and 
doubt not that you will be cautious in your behaviour, as my 
own character will ſo much depend upon it. I hope in God 

it will be in my power to provide for more of my dear ſiſters 
in time, till when I remain, gear Nancy, your ſincere well- 


wither,” &c. &c. 
"Fhey a are both now in ſervice, and behave very well.

They are divided, according to the original 
alan, into ſeparate claſſes ; over each of which a 


fuperior preſides, who is treated by thoſe in her 
claſs with becoming reſpect, and is accountable 


tor their work and behaviour. Several who were 
totally ignorant on their admiſſion, have been 
taught to read by their ſuperiors, proper books 
for inſtruction and amuſement are ſupplied _ 
them; and every method is taken to ſhew them 


the excellence of the choice they have made, and 


to eſtabliſh their minds, in that divine religion, 
a ſerious regard to which, can alone influence 
effectually their moral conduct. Now it is but 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that ſuch women will be 
found faithful and excellent ſervants, whoſe woe 
ful experience hath taught them the ſad conſe- 
quences of a deviation from virtue; whoſe minds 
have been diligently cultivated with the beſt in- 
ſtructions; and whoſe induſtrious way of life 
in, and attendance upon, the buſineſs of the 


houſe, muſt neceſſarily qualify them for all 
snenial offices, Nor have we any doubt, but 


the virtuous and humane; nay, and ſuch who 
perhaps can aſſiſt this charity no other way, will 
at leaſt endeavour to aſſiſt it, by employing the 
women in their ſervices ; of whom at leaſt they 


may be aſſured to have a faithful character, 


and whole former way of life may certainly, 


by proper meaſures, be preferved an inviolable 
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As an encouragement to the women who have 
been diſmiſt reputably, and in order to provide 
them all decent and proper neceſſaries, a ſum of 
money hath been uſually given, more or leſs, 
according to their exigence, merit, or ſituation 
in life, from two guineas and a half to five gui- 
neas, to the amount of 647 pounds, and up- 
wards: and provided they continue a year and a 
day in their places, to the ſatisfaction of their 
maſters and miſtreſſes, they are allowed one 
guinea, — As moſt of the poor objects, who 
have eſcaped from looſe houſes, have come al- 
moſt naked, or with borrowed cloaths to appear 
in, this too hath been a ſource of large expence. 

For it has been neceſſary, on that account, to 
provide cloaths even for thoſe who have been ig- 
nominiouſly diſmiſt; as they could not be lb. 

fered to go out in the uniform worn in the houſe. 

— Beſides this, the major part of the young wo- 

men, in a little time after their admiſſion, have 
been ill, in conſequence of the great change, in 

the manner of their life, or from the remains of 
former complaints, imperfect cures, and con- 
ſtitutions broken by their fatal irregularities, 

Hence hath ariſen a double evil; not only the 
loſs of cheir time and induſtry, but the expence 
of medicine; which hath annually amounted to 
upwards of ® r 501. though ſparingly adminiſtered,

and charged very low; and tho? phyſicians and 


ſurgeons generouſly give their attendance. The 
neceſſary repairs, furniture, Sc. of the houſe and 
chape!, have, as might be expected, amounted 


to no inconſiderable height:. But the bounty 


of the benevolent hath yet riſen above all theſe 

great and extraordinary expences; and we 
have no reaſon to doubt, nay we have the 
utmoſt encouragement to hope, that, under 
the divine bleſſing, this excellent inſtitution will 
So on to proſper and improve. = 

That it is capable of improvement, the gentle- 
men, who are ſo kind as to take the arduous, 
painful taſk of admitting the wretched penitents, 
are but too feelingly convinced. For arduous 
and painful indeed it is, to receive the petitions 


of ſo many unfortunate and forlorn young 


creatures, ſunk in the deepeſt woe; and to be 
able to admit ſo few !-—An enlargement of the 


deſign would be like opening the doors of hea- 


ven to many deſtitute daughters of affliction, | 
who have no place to fly unto, no eye to pity, 
and no hand to relieve! —And in an age, diſ- 
tinguiſhed for its humanity and compaſſion, what 


may we not reaſonably hope? They lee already 


many miſerable fellow-creatures, by means of this M 


happy aſylum, reſcued from ſorrow, towhich they 


had been introduced by all the iniquitous ſtra- 


tagems of deceit and ſeduction 3 and in which 
"uy 
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they had been detained by a kind of horrid ne- 


ceſſity; from which they had no probable, no 
poſſible retreat; and in which they muſt, ere 


now, according to all human chances, have pe- 


_ riſhed—periſhed in the moſt deplorable diſtreſs“ 


They ſee them reſtored to their God; to their 


parents to their friends to their country; — 
to themſelves ;—to health to induſtry ; to 
| happineſs! And what ſingle charitable deſign, 
can propoſe and affect ſo many valuable ends? 
what charitable heart, what truly chriſtian hand, 
can refuſe their generous aſſiſtance, or with-hold 
their beſt endeavours, from an undertaking ſo 


laudable and beneficent ? who would not wiſh 


to add to the number of ſouls, preſerved from . 


deepeſt guilt ; of bodies reſcued from fouleſt 


ſhame, and moſt afflicting diſeaſe ? Who would 
not wiſh to wipe away the tear from the aged 


parent s eye, and to prevent the hoary head from 
going down to the grave in ſorrow ? Who would 
not wiſh to give life to the drooping and de- 


ſponding family? to add to the number of uſe- 
ful and induſtrious members of the ſtate ? to me 
to the number of the inhabitants of heaven?

E“ ERY living creature, my dear Madam, is in- 
titled to offices of humanity ; ; the diſtreſſes of our

dition; that the nobleneſs of virtue, and the 
delicacy of ſentiment, have been rather covered 
over with defilement, than wholly blotted out : 

which upon the firſt remove of the filth, have _ 
ſhewn themſelves in particulars, which would

When the ſucceſs of the inſtitution rendered 


' theſe objections, no longer poſſible : then, as 
nothing is ſo inconſiſtent as the ſpirit of oppoſi-

For the firſt; ſurely the ht mult have 
had a low opinion cf the propoſers of this inſti- 


tution, and ſuppoſed them men of very mean 
underſtandings, to fancy they could think of 


ſtemming the torrent of ſuch an overflowing 
vice, by providing a receptacle for a ſmall num- 
ber of the thouſand victims, which are annually 
offered up in this metropolis to luſt and de- 
ſtruction In truth, they are not ſo ſanguine 
as to conceive, or ſo ignorant of human nature 
as to imagine, that a retreat for the few, who 
may be willing to retrieve and repent, will 


diminiſh the dominion of this all-ruling paſſion. 
The 
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The corruptions of human nature muſt firſt be 


totally eradicated; and the favourers of this vice 


need be under no apprehenſions, nor join the in- 


famous bawds and panders in the cry, as if their 
craft was in danger *.—But if they will not unite 


in the good deſign, nor, in juſt retribution, aſſiſt 


in providing an Aſylum for ſuch as may be called 


upon, by their bodies or minds, to ferſake the 


paths of death; let them be intreated to curb 
their own evil propenſities; let them be intreated 


* While ſuch execrable methods are purſued, to entrap in- 
nocent and unwary girls, as are publicly avowed ; and while 


Infamous bawds are ſuffered ſo to ruin and en/lave, no pre- 
vention can even be thought of. —Theſe arts are in general 
well known, except to ſuch as it moſt concerns not to be igno- 


rant of them. But one of this infernal crew, with an impu- 
dence which is ſcarce to be parallel'd, hath lately hired the

diſtraction, to anguiſh of conſcience, and fu- 


ture condemnation. 
For the ſecond; the chancen of the worthy 


Gentlemen, who are concerned in this deſign, 
are too public and too well known, for the 
amiable practice eſpecially of all domeſtic virtues, 
to dread any prejudice from the loudeſt voice of 
ſuch ſlander. But acquitting them of the pur- 
poſe, let any man only conſider the progreſs 
which this vice hath made in our nation; its ge- 
neral and fatal prevalence; and the many thou- 
ſand women yearly periſhing, in all the extremi- 


ties of diſeaſe and diſtreſs, by means of it: let 
them only conſider how our capital ſtreets, for 


many years paſt, have been thronged, and every 
corner of our metropolis infeſted by theſe miſerable 


wretches, to the ſhame of good order, decency, 
and religion : and then let them never fancy, that 
ſuch a defign can encourage ; then let them be 
glad, that here—but here only an opportunity 
preſents itſelf to ſave ſome of theſe poor ſufferers 
from almoſt infant perdition,

In truth, this objection might as well be urged 
againſt every other charitable inſtitution ; nay, 
indeod,- I have heard it urged againſt ſome, 

which ſeem leaſt liable to its force. And you 
might, with as much reaſon ſuppoſe, that a ma- 
ſon would be careleſs, how he mounted the 
ladder, and indifferent, whether he fell down or 
not, and broke a leg, becauſe there is an hoſpital : 

ready to receive him; as that a woman ſhould _ 
commence * proſtitute, becauſe there is a houſe 
of penitence and nauſiry to receive her in woe 
and diſtreſs. 

Different, far different are the motives, which 
are urged, and the proſpects which are preſented, 
when the ſeducer ſpreads his toils, againſt artleſs 
unſuſpecting innocence. Golden dreams, and 
gay delights lull her fancy and her conſcience: and 
ſhe thinks of nothing elſe, till ſhe awakens from 
her ſleep—and finds herſelf undone! 

But ſuppoſing the preſent deſign well plan- 
ned the purpoſe good — and the effects more 
admirable than could have been expected, even 
by the moſt ſanguine favourer of this charity — 
Some will yet obj again, and we would wila 


„The reader will obſerve that I 97 commence: —That ſome 

of the miſerable wretches who are obliged to that hardeſt of 
all ſervice, the walking vightiy in the ſtreets, may ſome- 
times in their %% mbled jollity, boaſt of the Mags 455 houſe, 
no man can wonder; and the leſs fo, as they are fo fr:quently 
reminded of it, by paſſengers of every fort.

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every objection removed, — that they are 


doubtful what may become of theſe women ; and 


whether they may not return to the ſame courſe 


of life, when removed from the houſe,” 


We muft be allowed here to rejoin, that inſiſt 


ing too much on this point, in the preſent in- 
fant ſtate of the deſign, is rather unkind: and 


eſpecially, if it be ſo inſiſted on, as to be made 
an objection againſt it. Let thoſe, who raiſe it, 


rather employ their time and their thoughts, as 
they would wiſh to unite in the good of their 


fellow- creatures, how beſt to remove it, and pro- 


poſe, whatever may ſeem reaſonable to them- 
ſelves on this head: and I believe, I may take 


upon me to ſay, that all ſuch propoſals will be 
received with due deference and eſteem. 
But ſurely they muſt not have reflected ſeriouſ- 


1y on the influence of religious principles, who 
lay too much ſtreſs on this objection. All pa- 


rents and friends ſuppoſe the advantages of edu- 


cation great; and the bias of religious principles 
ſuch, that it is ſufficient to preſerve the mind 


from deviating into the paths of error and folly, 


If not, why are we fo ſolicitous for giving our 


children good education, and an early tincture of 


virtue ?—And why ſhould we not preſume the 
fame in regard to theſe women? Many of 
| whom have entered the houſe, utterly ignorant 


of and uninſtructed in the religion of their coun- 


iy: ſtrangers too munen to their God and their 


Saviour, 
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Saviour, the glad tidings of whoſe mercy is like 


_ refreſhing balm to their ſouls. Now as the 
Chriſtian Religion, in ſuch circumſtances, is a 
perfectly new thing, great and admirable are the 


effects, which may reaſonably be expected from 
it. And as the moſt diligent care is taken to in- 
ſtrut them in the ſound principles of the faith, 


no friend to that faith muſt doubt the good ef- 
fects of ſuch inſtruction. 


Beſides, after the time of their probation, 
which will be more or leſs, as proper behaviour 


may dictate, and opportunities offer; it is not 
to be doubted, but many friends will be recon- 


ciled and receive them: Some have already been 


reconciled: that upon the exacteſt knowledge 
of their characters, (which may be had here with- 


out the leaſt deception) many worthy perſons 
will employ them as ſervants, which will be but 
an act of ordinary juſtice: Some may become 


uſeful and faithful wives; and as being habitu- 
ated to induſtry, and taught many uſeful bran- 


ches of employment in the houſe, they will 


moreover be enabled to procure their own bread: 
and that more eſpecially, as it will be the care of 
the Directors of this Charity, ſo to fix thoſe 
in future life, who ſhall gain their eſteem by pro- 


per conduct, and ſo to occupy the little ſums 
they may gain * during their ſtay in the houſe, 


* Every woman is entitled to a part of what ſhe gains by her 
labour in the hows, dee the Rules of Employment, Numb. 1, 
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as to enable them the better to procure an ho- 


nourable ſubſiſtence. For it is well known, that 


many of theſe unhappy women, who have once 
loſt their character, have no poſſible opportuni- | 
ty to get their own bread, however able and de- 


ſirous they may be, thro? the natural reluctancy 


ment of the charity, Auguſt 10, 1758, to April 12, 1759, 
the work done by the Women, as ſpinning, making Caps, 


there is in the generality of people to employ 
them; nay, indeed, we might ſay, thro' the 
almoſt unavoidable impoſſibility of employing 
them. So that when they leave the houſe, ſtored 
with good principles, and with an habit of in- 
duſtry, and are put into a way to procure a 
livelihood, there can be no doubt, but they will 
do ſo. And ſhould ſome miſcarry out of the 
number, yet if ſome, if half only, are reſtored 


and faved ; certainly it will well repay all the 


trouble. And I cannot but remark, in juſtice to 
the women now in the houſe, that they are tru- 
ly ſenſible of the neceſſity of induſtry : and the 


account of what they have already gained, which 
hath been publiſhed “, is a ſufficient proof, that 


they have not been, that they are not, idle. And 


this account may ſerve alſo to corroborate another 


remark, which was made, when the Plan was 
firſt laid before the world; that greater good 


ay be FOO: at a leſs erpence, in this undertak-

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ing, chan in almoſt any other charitable ſcheme: 


ſince it is to be ſuppoſed, that when the whole 


is duly regulated, the women will nearly main- 
tain themſelves. | 


This may ſerve as an anſwer to the objection 


under view: but I muſt add beſides, that a due 
attention will be had to the demands of our co- 
lonies abroad: where ſuch, as are willing, upon 


the beſt advantages and propoſals, will be tranſ- 
ferred at the diſcretion and direction of the Go- 
vernors. 15 


The great decreaſe of our people i is a ſubject 5 


of common obſervation: and doubtleſs one ſource 


of it is that abominable luſt, and prevalent pro- 
miſcuous commerce of the ſexes, which, to the 
prejudice of honourable matrimony, ſo notori- 


_ ouſly abounds, And as very many of the ob- 
jects in the Magdalen Houſe are extremely young, 
the preſerving them from that immediate de- 


ſtruction into which they muſt otherwiſe have 
fallen, it is hoped, is an object not unworthy 
men who love their country, and wiſh to pro- 


mote its happineſs.— And as many of them have 
been deluded, in the moſt ſcandalous manner, 
ſome, I may ſay without a figure, almoſt in their 

hanging ſleeves, and have been kept purpoſely in 


black and total ignorance of the crime, to which 


they were unwittingly introduced: ſurely, it is 
but a debt we owe to ſuch, to give them the 


means of inſtruction, and one chance at leaſt for 
F This 1 is now more e under conſideration.

have found. 


2.) Bb Wb ſome have fondly advanced, an attempt 
of this kind be methodiſtical ; let thoſe perſons be 
told, it would well become us all to be ſuch Me- 
thodiſts.— Indeed this little wild bolt of weak- 
"i yy neſs, ſcarce deſerves to be mentioned; except _ 
i Pn to remark the abſurdity of ſome ſort of people 


| Þ who think it ſufficient to decry a good man, or 
5 a good work, if they brand it with the name of 
10 OO Methodiſt, This ſurely is moſt injudicious: ſince 
5 | it is giving the higheſt honour to the people 
=_ whom they mean to condemn, by ſuppoſing, . 
1 1 that real virtue, and ſubſtantial piety, is only to 
If . be met wich amongſt them. However, be it 
os known, that nothing of Methodiſm or Enthuſiaſm 


hath, or ever will have place, we truſt, in this 
Deſign. The Gentlemen concerned in it, have 
knowledge too real, and piety too ſolid, to coun- 
tenance or encourage any thing weak, wild, and 
blaſphemous.— And tho? they are not aſhamed 

to think the doctrines of the Chriſtian Religion 
eſſentially neceſſary to be taught in all their 
plainneſs to the Penitents, with whom deepneſs 
of learning, cr vaſt reach of thought, is by no 
means neceſſary ; yet they will always take care 
fo to provide, that imputations of this ſort may 
be only the blaſts of calumny, or the inane effu- 
ſions of iznorance and inattention, 
Noble minds are always the moſt free from 
envy : this is a baneful h which grows moſt 
lukuri- 
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luxuriantly i in the worſt ſoils. But it is well, that : 
the preſent undertaking, can never be affected 


by the malevolence of the lower ſort, who may 
regret ſuch a proviſion, for their miſerable, and 
by them judged, utterly unworthy, fellow-crea- 


tures, but will never be able to prevent it. 


Sometimes too, there is a ſtern ſeverity even in 


virtue, which knows not to forgive failings, 
whereto itſelf is a ſtranger. And full often we 


find, that men can be extremely rigid to faults 


of which they themſelves are guiltleſs; while 


| they harbour ſins equally odious and deſtructive 
in their boſoms, and can very readily pardon 
and paſs over them, quick-ſighted to the mote 
in their brother's, very dim to the beam in their | 


own eye. To the latter of theſe, we would wiſh 
to commend our Saviour's conduct in the caſe of 
the woman caught in Adultery, and adviſe ſuch 


as are without ſin themſelves to caſt the firſt fone. 
To the former, with all the winning mildneſs of 
the father to the eldeſt ſon in the parable, we 


would reply, I is meet that we Jeou! d make merry 
and be glad: for this thy brother, —thy fellow 
creature, and fellow Chiiltlan,—wer dead and 


is alive again; was loſt and is found] 


Thus much ſeem'd requiſite to urge, over rand 
above what follows in the Sermon, and which it 


was not ſo convenient to add there. And I have 


only to requeſt my reader's favourable regard, 


which I ſhall not doubt 0 obtain, when the no- 


velty 
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velty and niceneſs of my ſubject is conſidered.— 
I muſt not however with- hold my. acknow- 
ledzments from the noble and worthy Suppor- 


ters of this Charity, for the kind opinion they 


were pleaſed to expreſs of this my endeavour to 
forward their uſeful deſign. And could I pre- 


fume, that the diſcourſe might meet with a re- 
ception near as favourable from the Preſs, as 


from the Pulpit, I ſhould be happy. ** But the 


ear is a favourable judge: a reader we know is 
ſevere and inexorable *.“ 


Satisfied however, in the fincerity of my in- 
tention ; aſſur'd, that to give the leaſt offence is at 
the utmoſt diſtance from my deſign : and deſir- 
ous to be as inſtrumental, as my ſtation will ad- 


mit, in the great work of benevolence and love; 

I commit it to the world, and to the patronage - 
eſpecially of the Friends and Governors of this 
Charity; at whoſe requeſt, it was preach'd ; — 


an office, which, they can bear me witneſs, I 
ſtrove much and long to commend to one of ſu- 
perior ſtation and ability—and at wheſe com- 


mand and deſire, I now publiſh it: heartily 
praying, that the Divine Grace may accom- 


pany it, and this good work : and crown all the 
generous inſtruments of it, with length of days, 
riches, and honour here below, and with i immor- 
tality and glory, in the world to come.

Orixd can be conceived more ami- 


able than the character, nothing more 
| benevolent than the deſign, of the 


great Redeemer of the world. The religion he 


hath inſtituted is the moſt agreeable and correſ- 
pondent to the neceſſities of mankind : the ex- 
ample he hath ſet, the moſt conducive to that 


perfecting our nature, which is the end of our 
Being, and the foundation of our felicity. 


That Virtue is preferable to Vice: that, if 
there be a God, he muſt delight in Virtue: that, 
what he delights in, may reaſonably expect to 


be happy; was the general perſuaſion of the beſt 


and wiſeſt Heathens. But theſe opinions left

penſe : ſince the prevalent corruption of human 
Nature permitted very little ſatisfaction to ariſe 
from the contemplation of Virtues, defiled with 
innumerable blemiſhes : for which they were ut-

| Deity could be atoned and made placable. This 
held them, as it were, all their life time ſubject 
to bondage: and made death, as one of the 
ableſt of them calls it, “ of all dreadful things 
the moſt horribly dreadful,” 
Theſe clouds are removed, and this darkneſs 
diſpelled, by that life and immortality which 1s 


brought to light by the Goſpel, And, to the 


_ unſpeakable comfort of our ſouls, we perceive _ 

the Son of God himſelf mov'd, by the moſt af- 
fecting benevolence, to eſpouſe our cauſe, to 
purchaſe our ſalvation, to proclaim our pardon : 
and making a revelation of the ſovereign Will, 
completely adapted to our wants, perfectly diſ- 
perſing our doubts and our fears, and inſpiring 
us at once with the moſt pleaſing confidence, 
and the warmeſt love. 
The words of the text ſerve well to ſhew us 
the admirable diſpoſition of our Saviour, and the 
important end of his appearance amongſt us.

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The Scriptures ſet this end before us in terms 


the moſt expreſſive and the moſt pleaſing. We 
are told in them, that God ſo loved the world, that 
e gave his only begotten Son, that, whoſoever be- 
lieveth in him, ſhould nat periſh but have everlaſt- 
ing liſe. — We are told that this divine and only 
| begotten Son came into the world to ſave ſinners. 
Nay and he himſelf, throughout the courſe of his 
miniſtry, utter'd only pathetic invitations to the 
weary and heavy-laden to come to him, and find 
mercy and life; to take his eaſy yoke, and receive 
reſt and tranquility. And in the words of the 


text, you perceive what kind encouragement fel] 
from his bleſſed lips, fully expreſſing his bene- 


volent deſign, and engaging the humble peni- 
tent to acceſs and confidence. They that are 


whole, (ſaid he to the malevolent Phariſees, who 


objected to him, becauſe they ſaw him eat with 
Publicans and Sinners,) they that are whole need 


not a phyſician, but they that are fick. Mur- 


mur not therefore, ye Scribes and Phariſees, that 
J eat and converſe with Publicans and Sinners: 
my - buſineſs is with ſuch : and the end of my 
coming into the world was the ſalvation of theſe. 

J converſe not with them to lull them in fatal 


ſecurity *midſt their vices, or to contract any 


taint from the contagion of their impurities z but 


as the phyſician viſits the chamber of the ſick, 
and is occupied amidſt the couches of the lan- 
guiſhing and diſtreſt : ſo do I, as the great phy- 

ſician

ſician of the ſoul, ſeek out the ſick and diſeas'd 
in mind; and offer health and ſalvation to the 
children of men, ſuffering under a malady, the 


moſt mortal and inveterate, the malady of n. — 


And what phyſician in caſes of diſtreſs and dan- 
ger ſtands upon the niceties of forms, or the ex- 
actneſs of punctilio's? Why then do ye marvel 
and murmur that I, in the like extremities, a& 
in the like manner — Go ye, and learn what that 
 meaneth, which God delivered by his prophet of 
old, *I will have mercy and not ſacrifice, ] will 
have mercy, RATHER THAN ſacrifice : where the 
done or the other muſt be omitted, let mercy, 
by all means, let the work of compaſſion, bene- 
ficence, and love be preferr'd to SACRIFICE, to 
inſtituted forms, and merely external ordinan- 
ces; which, tho' neceſſary in themſelves, and 
highly uſeful, as ordained of God, and as means 
to an important end, muſt yer never deftroy 


that end, but give place and preference to it : 


for of all things mercy, acts of humanity and be- 
nevolence, are moſt pleaſing to the God of love: 
and of all acts, as being the moſt humane and 
beneficent, — the ſalvation of loſt ſinners from 
deſtruction and death. And this is the great 


work for which I came into the world, this is 


the great end I have in view to accompliſh, 1

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am not come to call the righteous, * 2 nners to 
repentance Te” 
here is one remark, which, from a 1 review 
of this apology of our Saviour to the Phariſees, 


naturally ariſeth in the human mind: and the 


more naturally, as daily experience gives us un 
pleaſing proof of it; which is, the much greater 


readineſs and willingneſs, (if J may ſo ſay) in the 


ſovereign Lord of the world to pardon offences, 


and to blot out the remembrance of them 


from his book, than is but too commonly found 
amongſt fellow- creatures. Great offences, and 
deep blots in life are frequently treaſured up in 
the tables of human memory: and, however 
repentance and a thorough change of conduct 
may witneſs a renewed. life and a pardoned ſtate, 
we find men but too apt too recolle& the old 
grievance; and too backward to forget and to 


cancel what God hath forgotten, and long ſince 


freely forgiven. _ | 
The ſenſe of our own frailey ; the W 


of the Almighty's ready pardon, and the conſi- 


deration, of the great end which brought the Sa- 
Vviour into the world, ſhould teach us another 
conduct; and inſpire us with mutual forbear- 
ance, RY that feeling compaſſion, which above 


all things dignifies and diſtinguiſhes humai 
nature.

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And ſurely a brighter example we cannot have 
before our eyes, than in that incarnate God, 
who hath ſet us the pattern, and whom it is our 


duty, as it will be our happineis, to imitate. 


Mov'd with tender pity towards the children 


of men, he diſrobed himſelf of his glory, and 
aſſum'd human nature in its loweſt form: Glory 


zo God in the higheſt, peace on earth, and good-will 
towards men, was the gladſome ſong which the 
heavenly chorus echoed at his birth: Good. will 
towards men influenced his whole life, and ſhone 
beautifully diſplayed in his every action. When 


the children of affliction ſurrounded him, and he 


beheld the tears of diſtreſs, his generous heart 


was mov'd at the call of compaſſion : he ſaw ; 


he pitied; he relieved. None ever requeſted 
his aid and found a repulſe: none ever implored 
his mercy, and were rejected in their ſuit, He 
refuſed no company; he declined no fatigue, 


he ſhrunk from no danger, whenever he might 
adminiſter relief to the ſouls or the bodies of men. 
Unwearied in love, he went about diffuſing peace 
and bleſſing: and as he came into the world to 
ſave ſinners, ſo he leſt no means untried, no 


motives unurged, to call them to repentance 


and pardon: and, at the end, after havins 
done all to gain and reſtore a loſt world, he 


crowned his mighty benevolence, by an act ſu- 


perior to all praiſe, — He died for ſinners ! 
Of the excellence of a religion like this, whoſe 

end is to eminently noble, whoſe author 's fo 
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great and ſo good, | the only begotten and 5 


eternal Son of God, the perfect pattern of 


every laudable and heavenly affection of 
the excellence of ſuch a religion, why need we 
| ſpeak? we muſt all feel it: and to be happy, 
we muſt experience it. But who can help re- 
marking, from the lighteſt view of it, the great 


importance of human ſouls, and the high value 


Wich the God, who made us, is pleaſed to ſet 
upon his rational creatures? Rather than they 


Mall periſh, his own Son ſhall become one of 
them, ſuffer for, ranſom, and redeem them. 


A thouſand and a thouſand pathetic calls and 


invitations ſhall be given them: nay, and the 
ever bleſſed Spirit itſelf ſhall be commiſſioned to 
awaken and inhabit, to comfort and to guide 


them. Even the holy angels are introduced as 


intereſted in their welfare; and heaven itſelf, 
with its ſupreme inhabitant, repreſented, as par- 


taking in the joy of ſouls reſtored : There is joy 
in heaven, and before the angels of God, over one ſin- 


ner that repenteth ; one ſheep, that is found, one 
ſon that is reſtored to life. And can we conceive 


a higher notion of the value which the Father 
puts on the leaſt of his reaſonable, creatures? 


His higheſt angels have charge of them: his 
only begotten ſon lives and dies to ſave them: 


and himſelf condeſcends to ſhare in the joy, 
with which the heavenly beings are filled on their 
recovery !—Need I then ſay, how amiable and 


honour- 
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honourable, nay how neceſſary it is, that we 


ſhould labour to increaſe this celeſtial joy, by an 


attention to our own, by a benevolent | concern 
for the ſalvation of others ? 
I would juſt make one remark more on the 


excellence of the Chriſtian religion; which is, that 
tho? it affords abundant conſolation to the re- 
turning ſinner ; yet it gives not the leaſt counte- 


nance conceivable to fin itſelf. Our Saviour 


came, he tells us, as a phyſician to heal the ſick, 
as a ſhepherd to ſeek and to ſave that which was 


loft, as an almighty redeemer to call ſinners to 


repentance. Repentance can alone admit to, or 


render us capable of his favour : while we con- 
tinue in the practice of Vice, we have no room 
to hope for, we have no ground to expect his 


pardon and grace, Of which would we par- 


take, undiſſembled contrition muſt lead us to his 


throne, and a perfect reformation, in a renewed 


life, witneſs the ſincerity of our minds and the 


reality of our profeſſion, —And they, be aſſured, 


who lead you to hope for pardon without peni- 
tence, and to depend on an enthuſiaſtic i 


without fruits, or a righteouſneſs without works, 


(a doctrine we have heard but too lately en- 


forced ) lead you to depend on that which hath

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»Tis true that to common and ſuperficial 


obſervers of things, nothing ſeems a more de- 


teſtable object, more worthy our hatred and 
| ſcorn, than a common and peſtilent Proſtitute. 


And indeed were thoſe in that miſerable 
condition, either plac'd in it by their own choice, 
or detained in it, by their own free will: had a 
vicious inclination at firſt introduced, or did the 
ſame vicious inclination continue them in it, a- 


midſt repeated opportunities to retrieve and re- 


turn: we would then grant, they were utterly 


_ unworthy the leaſt compaſſion, and more be- 
neath humanity than the Beaſt that periſheth. 


But when we are fully convinc'd, that different, 
far different is the truth of the caſe, then com- 


paſſion pleads their cauſe, and! nnn; urgeth 
us to their ſuccour and redreſs. 


For though the great author of our being 


hath, for wiſe and good ends, implanted the 
ſame paſſions in either ſex, and therefore 


tranſgreſſion is as poſſible, and of conſequence 


as excuſable on the weaker fide, as it is on 


the ſtronger : yet fact abundantly demonſtrates 


to us, that men, for the moſt part, are the 


Seducers; and the generality of thoſe, who now 


claim our aid, have been introduced to their mi- 
ſery, by the complicated arts of ſeduction, and 
by every unjuſtifiable method, which cruel and 
brutiſh luſt ſuggeſts to the Sy ſeducer.

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And it is well known, how much harder 
the caſe in this particular, is with the female 
ſex than with our own. One falſe ſtep for ever 


Tuins their fair fame: blaſts the fragrance of 
virgin innocence, and conſigns them to contempe 
and diſgrace! while the author of their diſtreſs 


may triumph in his villainy! and—ſhame to hu- 


man nature - not be branded with one mark of 
reproach for the ruin of a feilow-creature. 


And when once, by whatever unhappy means 
undone, the wretched outcaſt hath no reſource, 


no redreſs: but muſt fall from ſhame to ſhame ; 
from forrow to ſorrow: fall lower and lower in 
the pit of foul miſery, and drudge in the labour 
of odious proſtitution, to preſerve a burthen- 
ſome Being from famine and from death. 


Thus ſoul and body are loſt at once: and an 
uſeful member 1s cut off from the commuaity in 


early youth, having done no good, — nay, 


having diffuſed much evil amongſt her fellow- 
creatures—In early youth indeed, very many of 


the unhappy objects now in the houſe, being un- 
der fourteen years of age: and a great part de-

To prevent this, as far as you may, and to 


provide ſome relief for ſufferers ſo truly pitiable, 
is the benevolent and humane motive, which 
hath engaged you my worthy F riends and Bre- 
thren, the GOVERNORS and PromoTERs of this 
L deſign, to unite your. generous efforts, and to 
join hand and heart in the good cauſe, | 
And what cauſe can more deſerve encourage- 
ment. hat charitable inſtitution be calcu- 
lated to do greater good? for this extends itſelf 
to the ſouls as well as the bodies of our fellow- 
creatures : and as much more noble and excel- 
lent as an immortal ſoul is, than a periſhing 
body; ſo much more noble every inſtitution 
which extends to the welfare of the former, than 
thoſe which extend only to the welfare of the 
latter. The great ſucceſs this charity hath hitherto 
met with, abundantly confirms this opinion. 
Permit me ſincerely to congratulate you on 
this ſucceſs, which hath thus far crown'd your 


commendable undertaking. If they, who turn ;

of your mercy. To behold the decent and or- 


derly behaviour of ſo many fellow-creatures, late 
abandoned to every calamity, who of their own 


free will have ſought this retreat ; and thus ſhew 


their diſapprobation of Vice, by the only method 
in their power — to ſee them cloath'd in health 
and neatneſs, who but now were languiſhing 
under diſeaſe, and cover'd with foulneſs and 


filth to hear the tongues ſweetly tuning forth 
the praiſes of the Redeemer, which late were 
hoarſe with oaths, and empoiſon'd with laſcivi- 
ouſneſs; to hear from their mouths earneſt 


prayers and joyful thankſgivings; to ſee from

' remorſe; and to behold in their hands the in- 


ſtruments of chearful induſtry and labour; in- 


ſtruments of induſtry in hands, which were wan» | 
toning in pernicious indolence, and impelled 
perhaps to the extremities of theft. To fee 
theſe things, muſt convince you of the great 
utility of your deſign, and chear you with this 


comfortable reflection, . that already you reap 
ſome fruits of your beneficence. —— May thoſe 
fruits be increaſed ten fold here and hereafter ! 


Nothing great and good can be carried on 


without ſome oppoſition : nothing great and 


good was ever attempted in any age, but ma- 
levolence would find ſomething to object, and 


Envy, with her jaundic'd eyes, would ſpy out 
ſomething to calumniate and cenſure. But this, 
ſo far from cooling. our ardour in honourable 
purſuits, ſhould enkindle and enflame it. And 
I am perſuaded, that you, Gentlemen, have too 
much fortitude and true elevation of heart to 


be moved from any good purpoſe, by the weak 


ſounding of calumnious breath. 


In truth human works are fo imperfect, and 
the very beſt inſtitutions ſo liable to ſome defects 


and abuſes, that nothing can be attempted or 

propoſed, wherein ſome evil may not probably 
mix itſelf with much good. And whoever 
ſhould refuſe to enter upon any excellent work, 
till every poſſible objection was removed, would 


hang in the heſitancy of doubt all the days of 


his 
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his life, and waſte uſeful time and talents in 
fruitleſs inquiries and empty ſpeculations. We 

muſt advance to action with all reaſonable pre- 
_ caution : proceed with all imaginable activity 


and care: and obviate with all wiſdom and 


ſagacity every objection, which experience may 
find prejudicial to the Rogan of the enen 
inſtitution. 


The objections * indeed raiſed EY this un- 


dertaking have been, and are ſo light and in- 
| ſignificant, that they deſerve not to be mentioned. 


Its utility and preſent great advancement, above 
all other arguments, anſwer every cavil. And 


whoever are yet but ill convinced of its advan- 
tage, will be far more ſtrikingly, far more feel- 


ingly convinc'd of it by a fight of the comely 
order, and decent appearance found in the public 


hs at the Chapel of the Houſe (where many 


have loft their objections, and felt its utility) far 


more than from any thing I can urge on its be- 


half. Vet ſurely, if any thing be uſeful ; if 


any thing be excellent; if any thing be praiſe- 


worthy ; if any thing becomes us as men; if 


any thing becomes us as members of civil ſo- 
ciety; if any thing becomes us as Chriſtians; 
it is, to fave, from utter and inevitable” 


miſery, the ſouls of poor, abandoned, wretched

fellow- 
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fellow-Chriſtians, who have no other reſource, 
no other means of relief: It is to preſerve from

nity, the inſtruments of fouleſt pollution, and 
moſt poiſonous contagion : it is to reſtore to the 
ſtate many uſeleſs Bede z and to introduce 


to health and to induſtry, to happineſs and to 
| heaven, many, who could otherwiſe, neither ever 


have been employed, nor ever reſtored. 


| Let me not doubt then, that all of You, who 


hear me this day, will readily and chearfully join 


in the beneficent work; and contribute as much 
as you can towards the perfection and ſupport 


of ſo uſeful a deſign. At leaſt if you mean not 


to promote, do not injure it, and endeavour to 
prevent its ſalutary effects by futile objections 
and uſeleſs inſinuations:.— For as, beyond all 
controverſy, the intention of the worthy perſons, 
who have engaged in it, is excellent and de- 


ſerving the higheſt applauſe; as their characters 
are the moſt reſpectable; and, permit me to ſay, 
not only an ornament to this noble undertaking, 
but to this Metropolis alſo, which is itſelf an or- 
nament, in its public charities eſpecially, to 
human nature, and to Chriſtianity; — As theſe 
things are ſo, every good and generous heart 
ſhould tenderly conſider their motives, and wiſh 
well to their deſign ; ; and with a candor, which 
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ſhould labour to promote, far as they may, and 


think of means to further, not of objections to 
diſcourage, ſo benevolent an undertaking. 


Were you to behold a poor harmleſs animal, 
fallen into diſtreſs, and ſuffering in miſery, and 
were able to reach out your Hand, and to help 
it: there is, I am ſure, ſo much compaſſion in 


the human mind, that few could ſuffer them 
ſelves to paſs by it unregarding. How much 
tather then ſhould we reach out our hands to the 
relief of many of our fellow- creatures, many of 
the ſofter and more defenceleſs ſex, fallen into 


the pit of extreme diſtreſs, without any hand to 


relieve, and with but few hearts to com- 


paſſionate, —And if unrelieved, ſpeedily to periſh 


in the utmoſt miſery, and to breathe out from 
| polluted Bodies more polluted ſouls, into a 


world of utter and everlaſting woe! — who 
then would not exert all their efforts to ſave 


ſuch bodies, to ſnatch ſuch fouls from horror 


unſpeakable ! 
This we are convinced, will be the amiable 


conduct and proceeding of thoſe of the SAME 


SEX, for whom we now plead ; and who, we 
are ſatisfied, can never be inattentive to the 


welfare, never unaffected by the calamities of 
their fcllow-creatures.— You who have hap- 
pily perſevered in the pleaſing paths of virtue, 


can beſt tell the comforts ariſing from fo 
| | we | ' de- 
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delightful a conduct; and may eaſily gveſs the 
miſeries of a different ſtate. ——You, who have 
known the fatal pleadings of paſſion, can more 
eaſily pity them, whom thoſe pleadings have ſe- 
duced and deſtroyed. And you, who are 
poſſeſſed of all the ſweetneſſes and delicacies of the 
tender mind, and happier ſtate, can more eaſily 
gueſs the extreme miſery which muſt ariſe to a fe- 
male heart, from the foulneſs and horror of pro- 
miſcuous proſtitution :=— And will, on theſe 
accounts, be the more ready to reach out your 
pitying hand, and fave from diſtreſs beyond the 
reach of deſcription, many of your own ſex, 
for whom, till this happy opportunity, no re- 
dreſs was provided, 
And while many of you feel the ſoft yearnings 
of the mother for the child that was ſuckled at 
her breaſt: while many of you glow with the 
tender warmth of a ſiſter*s love, and the ge- 
nerous affection of a beloved friend and com- 
panion; think, oh think of thoſe unhappy mo- 
thers, who late were weeping over the daughters 
dear to them as a right eye, and nearer than the 
ſtrings that hold the heart—of thoſe ſiſters, 
thoſe friends, who were lamenting over their 
friends and their fiſters, loſt, as it ſeemed, be- 
yond all poſſibility of hope; oh, think of the 
Joy, which many of them now feel, many have 
lately felt, many, we truſt, will hereafter feel, on

HE reaſonableneſs of its precepts, and 
the great agreement of its Doctrine to the 
neceſſities of mankind, are clear Evidences of 
the Truth of Chriſtianity ; and ſatisfactory proofs 
that it comes from the Father of Wiſdom, and 
the God of all Mercy, Let every religion, 
which pretends to divine revelation, be examin- 
ed in this view ; the Heathen, or Mahometan, or 
whatever other oppoſite perſuaſion ; and they 
will be found wanting : offenſive to the beſt rea- 
ſon, and inadequate to the moſt preſſing exigen- 
cy of human nature; That I mean, of pardon 
and reconciliation with an offended Deity ; of 
forgiveneſs and peace to the wounded conſci- 
ence 
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ence: of aſſured grace and favour to the repent- 
ing and returning Sinner, 
This was a difovery,. a olorious and heaven- 
ly manifeſtation reſerved for, and truly worthy 
of that Son of God, and Saviour of the world, 
who came 70 ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt; 
who came to raiſe the Penitent from the gloom 
of deſpair, to the light of enlivening hope; who 
came to reſcue Sinners from the bondage of fin : 
at once, to ſet them free from the anguiſh of a 
wounded conſcience, and to dire& their feet 
under the guidance of gratitude and grace, into 
the happy paths of Obedience and Virtue, 
We will briefly conſider the Chriſtian Religi- 
on, in reference to its great deſign: and then 


ſhew, how much comfort may be deriv'd from 


hence, to YOU eſpecially, who have ſought 
the ſhelter of this hoſpitable dwelling ; which 
like Heaven, opens its friendly doors for the re- 
ception of affſicted and returning Penitencæ: and 
which of conſequence well deſerves that regard 
and protection, which it finds; and we truſt, 
will continue to find, from the moſt virtuous 
and the moſt noble: from ſouls moſt enlarged 
by religion : from hearts moſt tenderly influenc'd 
by humanity. 


I. With an eye then to this good undertaking, 
let us s conſider the great and leading principle in 
the 
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the revelation of Chriſt: whichis amplydiſcovered 
to us by our Saviour, in the words of the Text, 
who certainly beſt knew himſelf the intent of his 
coming into the world; and He came, he aſſures 
us, to ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt; to re- 
cover and reſtore loſt ſinners: and to admit 
them to grace and pardon, on their true repen- 
tance and return to God. His revelation there- 
fore is founded upon and neceſſarily ſuppoſes 
the depravity of nature, and the irregularity of 
Practice: as it is immediately calculated to re- 
medy the former, and to provide a ſufficient a- 
tonement for the latter. Look upon it, in any 
other view, and it becomes a thorough contra- 
diction 
For, were human nature perfect; and were it 
poſſible:to pay an unerring obedience to the law 
of conſummate righteouſneſs : did virtue conti- 
nually attend our ſteps ; uprightneſs and inte- 
grity ever wait upon our doings: did no vices 
defile, no guilt alarm, no tranſgreſſions bear teſ- 
timony againſt us ; there would be no room for 
penitence or pardon: we could never want the 
grace of forgiveneſs, as unconſcious of offence: 
ang might, with ſome ſhew of juſtice, demand 
the Deity's attention, and lay claim to the re- 
| wards of his kingdom, The religion of Chriſt 
upon this view, would be vain and inefficacious: 
and the names of Saviour, Redeemer, and Reſtorer, 
G would 
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would be ſounds without meaning, and words 
5 without ſenſe. ie . 
But in truth, This hath never deen the caſe 
| with mankind : Ever ſince the fall of our firſt 
parents, time and corruption, depravity, and 
| offence have gone on hand in hand: and the 
| hiſtory of every period fully ſatisfies us, that 
human nature hath been in every period, the 
fame; ever alike prone to ſin, ever alike taint- 
ed with guilt : every imagination of the thonghts of 
man's heart (in the language of the ſacred vo- 
lumes,—of man's Heart, when not reſtrained 
by the grace of God) hath been only evil continual- 
ly. And tho the preference hath in every reſpect | 
been given to Virtue : tho* Philoſophers have 
taught; tho* education from infancy hath ex- 
erted its power; nay, tho* the moſt high hath 
revealed his holy will, under the moſt tremen- 
dous ſanctions: yet the malady hath till re- 
main'd unremov'd: and to this day we too feel- 
ingly lament the prevalence of paſſio ons, and the 
degeneracy of our nature. | 5 
The wiſdom of philoſophy, tho? cody of 
the evil, could neither aſſert the true cauſe, nor 
aſſign the adequate remedy. Virtue they al- 
low'd, they conſtantly maintain'd, was infinitely 
preferable to vice: was the only road to true 
happineſs here; was that alone which could re- 
commend to God ;—if indeed there was a God, 
Who revarded human affairs. But filent 
| was 


* 
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was their voice, and unavailing their knowledge, 
when the heart oppreſt with ule ſought to them 
for relief: when erring virtue, burden'd in con- 
ſcience, - and defirous of comfort, applied for 
| eaſe to the one, and ſolid grounds for the other. 
They could. neither aſſure ſuch of pardon for 
paſt offences; nor by any means enable them 
to walk blameleſs for the future. Fluctuating 
in doubt themſelves, they left others equally 
fluctuating: and the beſt hopes, they cou'd dare 
to entertain; aroſe from ſome uncertain and dark 
expectations of a mercy, whereto they were 
ſtrangers: even doubting whether ſuch mercy 
exiſted at all; or if it exiſted, on what founda- 
tion they cbuld preſume to expect it. 

To remove this uneaſy ſolicitude; to relieve 
theſe urging neceſſities; and to make the fulleſt 
and plaineſt diſcovery of divine mercy, reconci- 

| ation, and peace; the Son of God afſum'd 
human nature, and entered upon his bleſſed mi- 
niſtry. The grand intent 'of which, was early 
diſcovered to Joſeph, by the angel, who informed 
him, Thou ſhalt call his name FESUS: for lie 
hall fave his people from their fins. Accordingly ; 
that Prince of Peace no ſooner made his public 
appearance, than' Pardon and Life were offer'd 
from his gracious lips to Penitence and Faith. 
The burden'd ſoul, the heart oppreſs'd, the 
ftricken conſcience ſought him, and he remov'd 
the burden; gave them comfort, gave them 
> 2 reſt, 
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reſt. Come unto me, all ye that travel, and are 
 heavy-laden, was his royal and acceptable procla- 
mation. That he came to ſeek and to ſave 


| thoſe who were loſt;—loſt to their God, loſt 


to themſelves, loſt to future bleſſedneſs : that 
he came not to call the righteous but ſinners to 
repentanee : that he came to ſearch for and re- 
ſtore the wandering ſheep to the fold: to em- 
| brace with fatherly compaſſion, the returning 
prodigal: that his grand buſineſs was the ranſom 
of Mankind, the reſcue of Sinners, the redemp- 
tion of Tranſgreſſors: he continually witneſſed 
by every word and by every action. But above 
all, he gave teſtimony to the great, the conſola- 
tory truth, when, good and tender ſhepherd, he 
laid down his life for his ſheep ; when, as the pro- 
phet Jaiah finely expreſſes it, he was wounded for 
our tranſgreſſions; when the chaſtiſement of our peace 
das upon him: when he was oppreſſed, and he was af- 
flifted : when he poured out his ſoul unto death: and 
| the Lord laid on him the iniquity of us all s. 
Under this gracious diſpenſation, we have no 
longer any cauſe of doubt, diſtreſs, or deſpair : 
no longer, as in the heathen world, need we 
wander in the wretched wild of perplexing un- 
certainty ; oppreſt with the conſciouſneſs of 
guilt, which, we fear, can obtain no pardon : 
or unacquainted wherewith to come before the 
Lord, or what facrifice to offer as an atonement

= for 
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for the fin of our ſouls. Happy for us, tho? our 
guilt be complicated, and our offences nume- 


rous; we may be aſſur' d of forgiveneſs, thro? 
his ſufficient merits, who liv'd, who died, who 
roſe again to ſave us. Whoſoever cometh to him, 


he hath himſelf declared, he will in no wiſe caft 


out: he never rejects the petition of the contrite 


and the humble: with Him, real penitence and 


prayer never yet ſued in vain : None ever truſted 


in him, and was confounded : nar did he ever deſpiſe 


any that called upon him *. 


And to perfect his heavenly purpoſe, not only 


pardon is freely beſtowed upon the penitent : 


but grace is given to aſſiſt, and the ſpirit of his 


love never withheld from thoſe, who wiſh, by fu- 
ture obedience, to win his regard, and to witneſs 
their ſincere ſenſe of their former miſery, and 


preſent happineſs. For we muſt never fail to 
remark, at all times, in teſtimony of the com- 
_ plete wiſdom and excellence of the Chriſtian 
_ diſpenſation ; that tho? it holds out to the peni- 


tent believer, the moſt ſubſtantial conſolation, 
in full and free forgiveneſs : yet Hat forgiveneſs 
is ever ſuſpended on the condition of f future 
gratitude and obedience : a deficiency in which, 


will infallibly cancel all former grants of mercy. 
And thus, while with the moſt beautiful pro- 


priety, it affords the wiſh'd, the only valuable,

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relief to the repenting ſinner ; it yet adminiſters 
not the leaſt encouragement to ſin itſelf ; thun- 
dering out its threats to the preſumptuous offen- 
der; ſweetly tendering its divineſt comforts to 
the contrite and felf-abaſed Chriſtian. This was 
A point, human wiſdom, and the ſchools of an- 
tient ſcience could never arrive at: they knew 
no means to ſave the guilty, yet condemn the 
guilt: they knew no method to preſerve at once 
the honour of the Mercy and of the Tuftice of the 
ſupreme Ruler of mankind k. .

II. Can it fail then to fill 5our ſouls, with the 
moſt ſenſible joy, when you reflect, that all the

led, by real penitence and faith, to your Savi- 
our and your hope; preſent pardon undoubted-

that they ſhould behave otherwiſe. The judicious and hu- 
_ mane, reflecting upon themſelves, and upon human frailty, 
will never too ſuddenly expe perfection in any; and tilt 
we are fo ourſelves, under ſuperior advantages, let us not 
be too haſty in condemning others for the want of it, under 
advantages, greatly inferior.

No heart can be unconſcious of, or unaffected 


by the tenderneſs of parental regard; nor can 
any earthly affliction be ſuppoſed ſuperior to that 
which wounds the affectionate parents heart, 


thro? the offence and ruin of a beloved and un- 
happy child. By reſtoring them, and recover- 
ing ſuch children, the moſt noble and com- 
mendable of human affections, the parental is 


comforted and relieved: and not only the child, 
but the parent too ſhares in the generous mercy. 


But not in this view only, under whatever 


| circumſtances we conſider it, every laudable mo-

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tive, every ſentiment of religion, of virtue, of 
humanity, pathetically pleads for this undertak- 
ing; and we are ſatisfied will not ow plead in 
vain. From the ſurvey we have taken of the 


grand deſign of Chriſtianity, and the benevo- 
lent purpoſe of the Son of God in coming 


among us, 10 ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt, 
we have ſeen abundantly, how conformable the 
preſent inſtitution is to that deſign : founded as 
it is upon the ſame godlike principle of ſeeking 
and faving thoſe who were loſt ; who muſt 
otherwiſe (it is more than probable) have been 


Joſt for ever: loſt in the very beginning of their 


life; loſt in the bitterneſs of diſtreſs. For what 
greater diſtreſs can even imagination fancy, than 
that of a wretched female, plung'd, by one falſe 
ſtep perhaps, into irretrievable ſuffering : diſ- 
poiled by ſickneſs, by ſorrow, and by ſhame, 
of all that lovelineſs, which poſſibly had been 
the fatal cauſe of her undoing : and ſinking into 
_ everlaſting miſery, amidſt want, and cold, and | 
nakedneſs; deſerted by every friend; deprived 
of every confolation ; and unable to ſupport at 
once —for, alas! who can ſupport ?- 
the inſufferable load of an agonizing body, and | 
a condemning conſcience | 
If Rome decreed a Civic crown, and be 
honours to him, who ſaved the life of a ſingle 
citizen; of what honours may not they be 

thought worthy, who ſhall conduce not only to 
ſave 
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ſave ſo many lives, to their country * ; but alſo 
to reſcue ſouls——the ſouls of many fellow- 
creatures and fellow-Chriſtians, from death ever- 
lafting ! If any thing be praiſe-worthy, ſuch be- 
nevolence hath the juſteſt claim to that praiſe , 
aſſuredly it is moſt becoming the Chriſtian 
character, moſt becoming the nobleſt virtue, the 
beſt and moſt generous humanity : —— For 


In this fingle view, —independant of their parents, fa- 
milies, and their own eternal ſalvation, —That the preſent 
deſign takes out of the public ſtreets, ſo many objects, who 
are the peſt and the reproach of the metropolis, who exiſt by 
making a prey of the thoughtleſs, and unwary, the maud- 
ling huſband, and the unguarded apprentice ; and that it ren- 
ders them happy, healthy, uſeful members of the ſociety.— 
Surely in this ſingle view, it merits every commendation, 
But, ſay ſome, the ſtreets are not leſs peſter'd now, than 
before this inſtitution.” This, we are informed, is not quite 


true: and we apprehend it cannot be true: the diminution of 


ſo many women as are now in the Magdalen Houſe, cannot 


fail to be perceived, in ſome quarters of the town at leaſt : 
and miſchief is indiſputably prevented; as they muſt have 


been employ'd in their dire trade, had they not been ſhel- 
ter'd there — tho? alas, poor wretches, many of them had 


certainly been no longer nuiſances in this world. But ſup- 
poſing this fact true, we obſerve, that it reflects not at all 


upon the charity, nor the worthy ſupporters of it; who have 
not the immediate power to cleanſe the ſtreets. They ſhould 


look to that, whom it directly concerns. And we have good 
hope they will do ſo : exerting all their influence, which 
ſurely every well-wiſher to Society ſhould exert, to expel 
this ſcandalous defilement from the grand and moſt public 
ſtreets of our city. A defilement, we remark with ſome con- 


cern, not found in any other civilized city. upon earth. 


And, pleas'd as we are, to conceive our own one of the moſt

OW able: how uſeful, 1 excellent 
is benevolence! which gives ſplendor 
to the character, and ſerenity to the 


heart; engages the univerſal affection, and adds- 
to human nature its greateſt merit and dignity. 
It is the higheſt perfection, not only of men, 
but of angels; nay, it is the darling attribute 


of the Deity himſelf :—of the almighty and 


eternal God, who hath ſtiled himſelf Love, and 
is continually manifeſting the moſt glorious diſ- 
plays thereof, thro! ugh al the 1 various ſyſtems of 


creation. 


Since 
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Since we were form'd in the i image of God, it 
is no wonder that benevolence is deeply rooted 
in the nature of man: ſince the Son of God, 
ſolely actuated by this divine principle, humbled 
himſelf to the infamy and torture of the croſs, 
it is no wonder, that this gracious ſufferer hath 


conſtituted benevolence the ſtandard of all ex- 
cellence, and the ſummit of all moral perfection: 
that benevolence, to which we are ſo forcibly 
influenced by the common wants, and common 


weakneſſes of our nature; and to which we are 


ſtimulated by ſuch irrefiſtible motives of intereſt, 
of duty, and of happineſs. 


The ſubject being conſider'd in this view, it 
can be no ſurpriſe, that the benevolent Man im- 
mediately acquires the warm approbation of the 
community : for who can with-hold applauſe 
from a character which every man naturally ad- 
mires, and every good man labours to obtain? 


Behold him, (to collect a few rays only of his 


brightneſs, not to attempt a draught of his full. 
orb'd luſtre) behold him warmed by the precepts, 


and animated by the pattern of his Redeemer-— 


like that Redeemer, glowing with the love, and 


anxious for the welfare of his fellow · creatures! 


Large is his heart, and liberal are his hands ; 


With this he feels, he compaſſionates; wick 


thoſe he relieves, and comforts the wants and 
grievances of the children of affliction. No 
narrow prejudices, no diſerzminating circum- 

ſtances, 
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ſtances, damp the glow of his. compaſſion, or 


interrupt the current of his beneficence, Even 
- wrongs, repeated wrongs, cannot cauſe him to 
withdraw his good- will, or to deny his good 
offices to the injurious, when wretched, and in 
need of aſũſtance. He conſiders not ſo much 
the merit, as the neceſſities of the object: human 
nature and diſtreſs are always ſufficient titles to 


; his pity and relief. 


The higher his ſtation, and the more e extenſive 


his influence, the more he ſtudies to adorn that 


ſtation, and to employ that influence, whether 
of wealth, wiſdom, or power, to the great end of i 
bleſſing mankind; and of diffuſing around the en- 


livening beams of his beneficence z like the ſun, 


that inferior miniſter of f providence, which cheers, 


invigorates, and ſuſtains the ſurrounding world &.

tion, ſo bleſt, ſo eminently favoured by him; 
will ſtand in the gap between us and our mani- 
fold iniquities ; and ſecure to us, through many 
generations thoſe high : felicities ſo N our : 
own! _ 
„O may the goodneſs of God not only crown 
© our land with every bleſſing; not only pour 
e forth abundantly into every heart, that ſpirit 
of benevolence, which hath already been pro- 
« ductive of ſo many laudable undertakings :— 
te but may his providential care proſper and ſuc- 
*© ceed every ſuch undertaking! May the dew 
of his mercy fall richly upon every good de- 
e ſign; and cauſe each one of them to flouriſh 
ce abundantly, and bring forth the moſt deſirable 
* fruits, to the encouragement, ſatisfaction, and 
e comfort of the benevolent, the worthy, and 
=: truly honourable promoters of them! 
But while we are wiſhing proſperity and good 
luck in the name of the Lord, to every benevo- 
lent inſtitution, vou will allow me to requeſt at 
preſent your more particular attention to that 
diſtinguiſhed work of humanity, for which I 
J am 
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am appointed to plead, and which ſurely de? 
ſerves a far better advocate—But I am engaged 
—[t will therefore avail me little to urge that I 
am preſt involuntarily 1 into this ſervice ; which I 
ſhould have rejoiced to have ſeen performed by 
'N one of abilities, of dignity, of reputation, far 
=. ſuperior to mine: it will avail me little to urge, 
| that I have not only ſaid from the pulpit, but 
the prels, repeatedly and again *, all I had to 
offer on the ſubject ; and what arguments can , 
now uſe in behalf of this amiable undertaking 
. All I can truſt to, is the benevolence of your 
= | hearts, which your preſence here proves, are al- 
ready intereſted in favour of our charity. _ 
And ſurely if ever charitable deſign peculiarly 
claimed the patronage of the great and the good; 
It is this for which we plead, Every chriſtian, 
every humane, every tender and compaſſionate 
motive unites to recommend and enforce it, 
| Mean and deſpicable is the attempt to raiſe 
the repptation of one work upon the ruin of 
another; or to think of applauding this by de- 
preciating the merit of that charity. True be- 
nevolence, however it may affect one more than 
another, will yet rejoice in all: and though it 
may not be able to lend much help to all, while

Theſe, I know, are the generous ideas of the 
encouragers of our preſent deſign ; whole bounty 
is by no means confined to this ſingle work of 
mercy; but diffuſed, like ſtreams of water, thro' 
the dry deſert of neceſſity and ſuffering ; and com- 
municated alſo to many other humane and praiſe- 
worthy inſtitutions. It will never therefore be 
judged that we mean to prejudice any one of 
them (God forbid that ſuch a thought ſhould 

ever harbour itſelf in my breaſt!) that we mean 
to divert the current of benevolence from other 
objects of pity, from other labours of love; 
while for our preſent inſtitution, we urge, and 
will endeavour to prove, that it is one of the 
GREATEST Charities in which men or chriſtians 
can be engaged. 

Now of human works, that muſt be the 
beſt and the moſt perfect, which approaches 
neareſt to the ſtandard of all goodneſs and per- 
kection.— Muſt not that then be the higheſt

Muſt | 
not that be the higheſt charity, which provides 
not only for the bodily diſtreſſes of fellow- 
creatures, but for all their ſpiritual wants : which 
not only reſtores to health, to reputation, to 
peace in this world; but, properly improved, to 
everlaſting health and peace in the future world? 
Mult not that be the higheſt charity, which not 
only conſults the happinefs of the objects 
. _- themſelves, .but which takes in a large and 
N affecting circle, all the dear and tender names 
of parent, brother, ſiſter, friend: and which 
gives balm and relief to the moſt acute and 
tormenting of all pains, the pain of the affectio- 
nate parent's wounded heart ? Muſt not that 
be the higheſt charity, which gives hope to the 
hopeleſs; relieves, from unutterable diſtreſs, 
fouls plunged into the very bitterneſs of woe; 
teaches the tongue to bleſs, which before in 
deſpair even blaſphemed its God, and curſed its 
own exiſtence z teaches the hands to labour, 
which were wantoning in the moſt pernicious 
idleneſs: and, at the fame time, that it removes 
_ obnoxious and deſtructive, reſtores uſeful and 
induſtrious members to the commonweal ? | 
Bauch is the charity, which we would recom- 
mend to your favourable ſuccour : it cannot 
want that ſuccour; for your hearts not only feel 
the noble touches of benevolence ; but you are 
. deſirous

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deſirous to imitate the pattern of all perfection; 


to be like your God, and your Saviour; and 


to ſhare the buſineſs and the bleſſedneſs of an- 


gels.

And ſinners—let me add, further to recommend

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Thus much may be urg'd in behalf of the 
objects of our preſent concern, upon the ſuppo- 


ſition of their utter unworthineſs. 


One would however imagine that no human 
beings could be precipitate in their cenſures, or 
haſty in their condemnation of fellow-creatures, 


mifled by a paſſion, which, however fatal and 


dangerous, when unmortified and unſubdued, is 
yet for wiſe and good ends, interwoven in the 
frame of our nature : and from ſome aberrations 
in which but few, it is to be feared, can plead 
abſolutely guiltleſs. When therefore we conſider 
the ſtrength of paſſion, and the imbecillity of 
reaſon ; when we conſider that the moſt generous 


and humane diſpoſitions have ſometimes been led 
captive by this deluſive paſſion ; when we conſi- 


der that ſuch, many ſuch, moſt celebrated in 
ſtory, have not only felt and acknowledged the 
ſevereſt checks of conſcience, but by God's 


grace, have become as eminent for their peni- 
tence as for their faults :—ſuch reflections muſt 
ſoften the rigour of our judgments ; muſt lead 
us not to doubt of the poſſibility of the thorough 


and real reformation of thoſe unhappy young 
creatures, who have fallen victims to a paſſion, 


ol ſuffering ; namely, for example or reformation : when theſe 
ends are anſwered, it is as barbarous as it is uſeleſs, to puniſh ; 
it is abſolutely inhuman not to relieve the ſufferer. When 


therefore unhappy women are deſirous to reform and amend; 
what can juſtify our conduct, if we refuſe them the means? 


which 
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which 1s common to our nature: — And who 
have much to ge, much to plead in their own 
behalf, and in requeſt of our forgiveneſs and 
compaſſion. 
Some of them will tell you of the baſe and 
treacherous arts of mercileſs ſeducers, who by 
every unlawful method, by vows, by promiſes, 
by oaths, won their unſuſpecting, honeſt, gentle 
| hearts—hearts yet unpractiſed and eſtranged to 
guile won and abandoned them (ah cruel and 
_ perfidious ! ! let ſuch boaſt their conqueſts !)— 


won and abandoned them to ſore deſtruction, — 


Some of them will tell you of the afflicting and 
early loſs of careful and affectionate parents, who 
left them, left their beloved orphans to an inju- 
rious world; left them an eaſy, artleſs prey, or 
ever they could diſtinguiſh evil from good, or 
good from evil; a prey to the inhuman barbarity 
of the ſavage miniſters of luſt. —Others with 
ſtreaming eyes will plead, —as a coercive argu- 
ment, for their continuance in ſuch a ſtate, — 
that they could find no hand to relieve, no heart 
to pity ; that there was no place for them to fly 
unto, that none cared for their ſouls : that their 
friends, nay their deareſt parents, forſook them! 
| that they had not, they could not find where to 
Jay, where to conceal, their wretched heads! And 
| ſome will urge the ſtrong and irreſiſtible calls of 
hunger and of thirſt : appetites which muſt be 
fatiabied : But ah truly pitiable daughters of 

afIition, 
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affliction, not ſolely hunger and thirſt of their 
own, but of a miſerable babe perhaps, the ſad 
iſſue of their unfortunate guilt ; yet not on that 
account the leſs claiming all the tenderneſs of 
maternal love! And could the mother ſee the 
little helpleſs innocent periſh in her arms? Could 
| ſhe behold its tongue cleaving to the roof of its 
mouth for hunger, and for thirſt ? Oh whatcould 
not a mother rather behold ! what virtue would 
not ſink under ſuch a trial | can a woman forget 
her ſucking child ?—Pity her, oh pity her, ye hap- 
pier mothers ; and ſay, could ye not excuſe a 
_ crime—ſay rather, will ye not bleſs this hoſpita- 
ble charity, which relieves the inexpreſſible di- 
ſtreſs of many ſuch miſerable women? 
Indeed I cannot but obſerve here, that fo ſean- 
ty are the means of ſubſiſtence allowed the fe- 
male ſex ; ſo few the occupations which they can 
purſue ; and thoſe fo much engroſſed by our ſex : 
ſo ſmall are the profits ariſing from their labours, 
and ſo difficult often the power of obtaining em- 
ployment, eſpecially for thoſe of doubtful cha- 
rafter :—and frequently fo utter their unſkilful- 
neſs in any branches of their common induſtry, 
from a miſtaken neglect of their parents in their 
education; ſeveral of whom, while they abſurd- 
ly expend much on boarding-ſchools, think it 
beneath them to have their daughters taught a 
trade: So ſcanty are the means of ſubſiſtence 
ariſing from theſe and the like cauſes, that, it is 
amy is 8 8 bat 
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but too well known, many virtuous and decent 
young women, left deſolate with poor unfriend- 
ed children, have been compelled to the horrid 
neceſſity (and we want not to be told, what 
numbers in this great city lie in wait to improve 
and turn to their own advantage that neceſſity,) 
of procuring bread by proſtitution! which no- 
thing could have induced them ſo to procure, but 
the cries and tears of hungry children, craving 
repeated ſupplies of food ; which thus becomes 
the food of bitterneſs to the mother, and renders 
0 the moſt oppreſſive burden: 
But Idwell not now on the peculiar hardſhips, 
difficulties and diſtreſſes of the female ſex : I 
dell not upon the temptations to which they 
are expoſed; in the free and unreſtrained uſe of 
which cruel ſeducers even think themſelves juſti- 
liable: I dwell not upon the ſuperior advantages, 
(if advantages they may be called) which our ſex 
hath over them; whoſe reputation ſuffers no ſtain 
even from an avowed indulgence in this vice; 
while one unhappy deviation blaſts the fair 
beauty of female honour—I dwell not upon 
theſe topics, they have been already ſufficiently 
handled, 
- Suffer me only t to remark, that the ſucceſs of 
this undertaking ſerves above all things to re- 
commend it, and to remove every objection 
which either caution or malevolence might have

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to urge againſt ir+,—Of the firſt two hundred 


women who voluntarily ſought this happy covert 
from the ſtorm, but a very inconſiderable number 
at this time remains in the houſe; and ſome of 
them ſo perfectly happy and ſatisfied with their 


ſituation, that they pray never to depart thence, 


and have intreated permiſſion from the benevo- 
lent governors of the charity to paſs their lives 
ſecluded from temptation and danger, within 

thoſe walls where hey have found ſalety and 
peace. 


Of the reſt, many have been introduced into 


decent ſervices, where they have conducted 
themſelves with ſo much propriety, that ſeveral 


have claimed and received that bounty, which 
the rules of the charity aſſign as an encourage- 


ment to thoſe who continue a year in their ſer- 
vices, and meet the approbation of their ſuperi- 
ors. For particular application is given not 
only to the habituating them all to induſtry, 
but likewiſe to the teaching the uninſtructed 
ſuch branches of female employ, as may qua- 
lify them for different provinces, and enable 
them to get their livelihood with honeſty and 


credit, when they are replaced in the world. 
That ſome ſhould again return to impurity, 


could not but have been ſuppoſed by the moſt 


ſanguine eſpouſers of this charity. But it ſurely 


deſerves attention, and is ſome proof of the right

Pr in- 
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principles imbibed in the houſe, that the greater 
part even of thoſe who have been diſcarded with 
diſhonour, have ſought for and readily under- 
taken the hardeſt ſervices, rather than return to 
their former deteſted way of life: nay, and 
ſome to avoid that neceſſity, have even ap- 
ply'd to magiſtrates to ſend them abroad, and 
thereby capacitate them to procure an honeſt 
and induſtrious ſubſiſtence. 
While it ought to be mentioned, as a mark 
of the good government and regulation of the 
houſe, —and I think we may add, of the good 
Intentions and right principles wherewith theſe 
women enter it—that ſince the inſtitution of ir, 
no acts of flagrant indecency or groſs miſbehavi- 
our have ever appeared; though no puniſhments 
or corrections are ever uſed; for nothing but 
the law of reaſon, of religion, and of lenity is 
permitted to rule in a place, deſigned for a com- 
fortable and deſireable retreat to the ſincerely pe- 
nitent. 
Beſides thoſe, who have been placed out in the 
world, ſeveral have been reſtored to their re- 
joicing parents. And could you have been 
ſpectators of the many affecting ſcenes, which 
have paſſed on theſe occaſions; your ſy mpathetic 
hearts would have melted, and you would have 
bleſſed a charity productive of ſuch celeſtial 
comforts.— Could your hearts be unmoved, if 
you ſaw, what the directors of this Charity ſo 
fre- 
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frequently ſee, —if you ſaw an aged parent intro- 


duce a young and hapleſs daughter; if you 


heard her with the voice of maternal anguiſh, 
thus tenderly implore your aid, © For the ſake of 


our adorable and compaſſionate Redeemer, take 


my wretched, ruined child into your kind 


protection; ſave her, oh ſave her from utter 
ed deſtruction, and in ſo doing fave alſo the life 
e of a miſerable mother! She was once my ſole 


* comfort, once my moſt pleaſing hope! I truſt- 


ce ed that ſhe would have been the ſtaff and ſup- 


<« port of my old age, and have held me up 
ce amidſt all the ſorrows and afflictions of widow- 
« hood! But alas, a cruel ſpoiler came; de-

And only think if the benevolent heart feels 
ſuch a guſt of joy in relieving the preſent anguiſh 
of ſuch melancholy ſufferers ; what mult it feel, 
when it beholds the good effects, the full 
fruits of its compaſſion; when it ſees the top- 
| ſtone brought forth with gladneſs, fees the work 
perfected in the complete felicity of thoſe to

Amongſt many of this ſort, let us not paſs 


over a ſtriking inſtance of the grateful pa- 
rents of a young woman, who had been a 
conſiderable time in the houſe; had behaved 


herſelf with all propriety, and a few wecks paſt 
was taken home to her tranſported family. 
How pleaſing, how tenderly pleaſing was it to 
ſee her parents with eyes full of tears, pouring 


forth, in broken accents, their thankful hearts 
to the governors of this charity ! * Bleſſed cha-

„A charity for the proſperity of which we mult

„ child! Amidſt the numberleſs obligations

cou'd hear ſuch language, without emotion and 
delight !—But who unmoved and undelighted 
could behold theſe chriſtian and W ſenſible pa- 

rents, 
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rents, kneeling on either fide of their daughter 
at the altar; preſenting their mutual thanks, ö 
and lifting up their eyes in expreſſive gratitude 
and gladneſs the parents for their recovered 
child ; — the child for her reconciled parents, and 
with them, her God, her peace, her preſent and 
eternal comfort reſtor'd and ſecur'd to her! 
Theſe are ſights which muſt refreſh every be- 
nevolent mind; theſe are fruits of this charity, 
which muſt render it amiable in all your eyes; 


which muſt make you anxious to communicate 


liberally to ſuch good ; to be fellow-workers in 
deeds of ſuch diſtinguiſhed excellence! For 
granting that many ſhould abuſe this well- 
intended deſign, (and what defigns are not liable 
to abuſe ?) granting that half, only half of thoſe 
who ſeek its friendly ſhelter, ſhould duly im- 
prove its proffer'd bleſſings ; — nay, granting 
that a tenth part only ſhould be ſaved from the 
moſt exquiſite diſtreſs which can aflit human 
creatures; that only a tenth part ſhould be ſaved 
from an early and ſhocking death, amidſt all 
thoſe miſeries, which are of moſt fearful name, — 
| ſhould be ſaved from the unutterable miſeries of 
death eternal ;—ſurely it were a work well 
worthy all our pains, well worthy all the appro- 
| bation, and aid, which the great, the virtuous 
and the good can give! 
But indeed we have all the certainty, which 
the nature of the work will admit, that a far 


greater propor tion properly improve the benefits 
K of | 
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of this inſtitution ; and are not only made happy 
themſelves, but diffuſe that happineſs through 
the wide circle of their loved relations: while at 
the ſame time they are reſtored to the ſtate, and 
become uſeful members of it: a circumſtance 
by no means inconſiderable at a period when war 
is ſpreading ſo widely its terrible devaſtions of 
the human ſpecies; nor indeed at any time in- 
conſiderable in a commercial nation like ours; 
whoſe ftrength and proſperity Spend on the 
number of its inhabitants, 
However, reſpecting ſome of the objects, we 
| have abſolute certainty : for it hath pleaſed God 
to call away ſome of them ſince their admiſſion 
into the houſe ; who have died with ſuch marks 
of real repentance, that no man could entertain 
a doubt of their forgiveneſs and acceptance with 
their merciful Redeemer. And oh! what a tranſ- 
porting thought is that to a mind duly ſenſible 
of the worth of an immortal ſoul!—Poſſibly 
had they not been admitted within thoſe chari- 
table walls, - they had periſhed, horribly periſhed, 
in the ſtreets, amidſt cold and nakedneſs, famine 
and diſeaſe, uninſtructed, unrelieved, unpitied, 


impenitent] periſhed miſerably in this life, only . 


to enter on another far more miſerable ! 

And indeed when this thought extends itſelf 
to all the women now in the houſe, bleſt with 
health, reſtored to happineſs, induſtriouſly em- 
ployed, and chearfully ſinging praiſes to their 
God

God—many, very many of whom, moſt probably 
without this relief, had long ago ended their 
days in the extremity of ſufferings, young and 
wretched victims to the deſolation of wide waſt- 


ing and unrelenting luſt : our compaſſion mult 
be moved; and the benevolent heart will want 


no farther recommendation of a work ſo pro 


ductive of the higheſt good, which mortals « can 


aim at or accompliſh *. 

Of which one example further, before I con- 
_ clude, will ſerve more fully to convince you : 
one example, in which you will trace with a 


ſympathetic pleaſure, the tender ſtruggles of 


- chriſtian rejoicing and parental affection. 

An amiable young creature, juſt in her ſix- 
teenth year, was admitted into the houſe : her 
conduct was humble and blameleſs, ſuch as be- 


came and denoted the penitent. After her ad- 
miſſion, ſhe had the happineſs to be reconciled to 
a mother, who had felt the ſevereſt ſorrow for

the general account it appears that but 8 have died out of 
the number of 483, who have been received into the houſe, 
Ince its firſt opening. 


In my firſt ſermon, p. 61, I 3 at; it is probable, 
ſixty in an hundred or more, of theſe objects would have been 
dead in two years: and upon this calculation, which I believe 
to be pretty juſt, what a great ſaving of lives is here to the 
public —and lives in general of ſubjects under javenty years ! 
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her miſconduct, who affectionately loved, and 
was beloved by her child. Not long fince ſhe 
was ſeized with a mortal diſeaſe ; which ſhe bore 
with chearfulneſs, fortitude, and reſignation. 
When ſhe perceived the hour of death approach- 


ing, ſhe earneſtly defired to ſee her widowed 


parent, and to take her laſt farewell. As foon 
as it was poſſible, the afflicted mother came: the 
| foul of the daughter ſeemed to revive at the 
voice of her parent. The interview was pa- 
| thetic and affecting: none preſent could refrain 
from tears. — But it was ſcarcely paſſed, ſcarce 
had the tender parent preſſed the cold and trem- 
bling lips of her child; before the fluttering ſoul 
quitted its earthly habitation, —as if it had only 
ſtaid to pay this tribute; and to perform this 
taft office of filial duty and love! 5 
Parental affection then, and chriſtian joy ſtrove 
with each other in the mother's breaſt. For 
awhile ſhe ſpoke not — ſhe could not ſpeak. 
Tears at length burſt forth—ſhe wept—ſhe 
could not but weep for her daughter once loſt, 
but now doubly precious to her by having been 
found and reſtored to obedience and virtue. 
She could not but weep for her only daughter, 
thus early cut off from her, when ſhe had formed 
pleaſing views of their happineſs and comfort 
together z— © Yet let me not weep, faid the 
parent; rather let me rejoice and bleſs the 
*« goodneſs of God ! Had my child periſhed in 
3 Her 
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« her ſtate of ſin, had ſhe been cut off amidſt 
« proſtitution, diſeaſe, and miſery, what could 
« have ſupported my foul? Now by the blefling 
of this heavenly charity, I have ſeen her die 


in ſuch a manner, that I cannot doubt her 
e happineſs with God! I will not weep for thee 


therefore my child, my deareſt child! bleſſed 
<« for ever bleſſed be God, who has ſaved thee 
« from deſtruction, and reached out his merciful . 


hand to reſcue thee from woe everlaſting | 
ee Bleſſed for ever bleſſed be thoſe into whoſe 
hearts he put it to open the doors of this 


c houſe of repentance: may theſe our benefactors 


for ever be bleſſed! And may their good 
„ hearts be refreſhed with the knowiedas of 


„many, many daughters dying true penitents 


&« like mine: may They live to have the con- 
e ſtant and fervent prayers of many; many pa- 
rents made happy like wee. 

As it is impoſſible for me to add any thing 


to this real and intereſting relation (more af- 
fecting far, believe me, than I can deſcribe:) I will 


leave it with you: nothing doubting but as pa- 
rents; as chriſtians ; as lovers of your country ; 
as full of hurnanity and benevolence ; you will 
all think yourſelves engaged to ſupport and encou- 
rage an undertaking, by which the aching hearts 
of ſo many parents are comforted ; by which ſo 


many ſouls are ſaved; by which ſo many members 
are reſtored to induttry and the ſtate ; by which 


every office of benevolence is diſcharged ; the 
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hungry fed, the naked cloathed, the ſtranger 
taken in, the ſick relieved; eyes given to the 
blind and feet to the lame“ for the worſt of 
blindneſs, that of the mind 18 removed, while 
the wandring feet are led into the paths of peace 
and virtue.” + Who can be indifferent to an in- 
ſtitution productive of ſuch univerſal good — ? 
an inſtitution, to which we, my brethren, cannot 
refuſe our beſt aſſiſtance; many from motives 
of honour; all from motives of gratitude to 
that ever valuable ſex, without whom life would 
be vapid, and every labour irkſome F— Nor 
can that amiable ſex refuſe their beſt encourage- 
ment to an inſtitution, whoſe very foundation 
witneſſes an high regard for the intereſt of their 
ſex, and a tender concern for the diſtreſſes of 
that part of female individuals for whom we 
plead. The happy virtuous will learn to pity 
them from a review of the comforts which they

of providence they will not refuſe to theſe 


daughters of miſery the crums which fall from 
their table :—Nor, while they readily admit the 
poſſibility of reformation in our ſex, will they 


teach us ſo ſevere a leſſon againſt themſelves, 


as to deny that poſſibility to any of their own : 
eſpecially, when ſecluded from the world; be- 


cauſe retirement naturally lead the mind to re- 
collection, and gives an edge to ſerious re- 


flections. 
But why ſhould 1 urge thus much ? it is 
enough, that you are great, that you are benevolent, 


that you are chriſtians, to aſſure us, that this inſti- 


tution ſhall never want your ample ſuccour: An 


inſtitution indeed hitherto remarkably bleſt and 


honoured and at whoſe religious and affecting 
ſervice in the chapel! we have ſeen many a noble 
eye ſhed tears of pity and generoſity tears, 
which have dignified nobility, and which ſpoke 
the heart good as well as great. Won by that 


| ſervice, and the genuin piety of the penitential 


votaries there, many who came thither with far

Toven'y with 2 tender and pitying ſenſe 
of the lamentable diſtreſſes, which young wo- 
men frequently ſuffer, unavoidably ſuffer in a 
ſtate of proſtitution :—concerned at once for tale 
afflicting miſeries that oppreſs their Bodies, and 

the miſeries far more afflifting, which muſt op- 
preſs their unrepenting Souls: many benevolent 
perſons have voluntarily contributed to open 
this hoſpitable Houſe, as a place of refuge and 
retreat for thole, who are deſirous to leave the 
per-

pernicious paths of vice, to redeem their good 
name, to recover their bodies from Shame and 


foul Diſeaſe, to regain the fatherly protection of 


| God, and fave their immortal Souls. 


And, they were the rather inclined to this 
humane purpoſe by the peculiarly afflicting cir- 


cumſtances of unhappy young women, whom 
loſt reputation deprives of every honeſt means 
to live: caſts out as the very refuſe of the 


world; and gives no opportunity to retrieve and Z 


return. 


Conſider then, vouxo Woman, of how great 


value to you this Houſe of refuge is; as being 
the only one, to which you could fly; the only 


place where you could have any probablility of : 
| attaining preſent or future Bliſs. | | 
Surely then you muſt greatly prize it; and 


feel the utmoſt Gratitude for the worthy Goycr- 
nors and Supporters of it. 

This Gratitude we would wiſh you to che- 
5 riſh, as it will ever be a motive to the very beſt: 
conduct. 


But as this Houſe, you perceive, was s deſigned ; 


to receive you from the ſtorm of Diſtreſs, and to 
enable you to recover loſt Reputation, Health 
and Virtue; you muſt not by any means ſo nif- 
take its gracious end, as to be careleis in thoſe 
important concerns, as to be remiſs in the dis 


charge of any duty. 
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It was never intended, that you ſhould paſs 
your whole lite here : much leſs that you ſhould 


be ſupported in idleneſs and ſloth. But as your 
continuance is temporary, ſo are you to eſteem 


that continuance a ſingular favour: for the in- 
dulgence of which, (if you conduct yourſelves 
properly) you may reaſonably hope; till ſuch _ 
time, as you ſhall be enabled to return into life 
with a reputation recovered (no longer the 
ſcorn and contempt of your fellow creatures) 
with an habit of induſtry, and the means to 
_ procure honeſtly your own bread; and with a 
mind, renewed in holineſs, conſcious of its paſt 
evils, and reſolved through God's grace, to 
forfeit no more the bleſſed hope of everlaſting 
life.— Agreeable to theſe tuture views muſt be 
pour preſent conduct. | 


I. With regard to your external behaviour — 
1. The moſt exact compliance with the rules of 
the houſe will be required. And as nothing of ſe- 
verity will be ſhewn towards you, ſo nothing of 
unſeemly, and refractory conduct can be allow- 
ed, or will be permitted. 

2. An humble and ready obedience to the P's 
rections of your MarRON will be the method to 
preſerve you from error, to ſteer you aright, 
and to gain the approbation of your friends and 


patrons. And we truſt you will be very diligent 
and attentive in this reſpect, 


3. As 
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3. As you cannot but be ſenſible, that the 
expences attending ſuch a family are great, your 
own reflection muſt ſhew you, that there is an 
abſolute neceſſity for much Tndu/iry on your 
part; and we muſt inform you, that ready as we 
are to ſuccour the diſtreſſed, and to contribute 
with all liberality to their relief; yet, it cannot 
be ſuppoſed, that this houſe is deſigned to 
harbour and encourage the idle and the yi- 
cious; and therefore a want of induſtry will al- 
ways be ſufficient to loſe our eſteem, as it will 
too plainly ſhew your want of Principles. For 
if you live idly on the ſole bounty of the Houle, 
you are grievouſly abuſing the Charity of your 
Benefactors, and are injuring others, who would 
be glad to enter, and to work as well as they 
are capable. Beſides, as idleneſs is the root of 
much evil, your perſiſting in it will defeat all the 
good purpoſes we intend, which are to make 
you induſtrious upon principle, that ſo you may 
get your maintenance with credit. For be af- 
ſured, that we muſt conſider all your pretences, 
to Reformation diſſembled, while you are defi- 
cient in that induſtry, which is the genuine fruit 
of true religion. And remember, that as 1dle- 
neſs cloaths with rags, brings to ſhame, to every 
Vice and every Miſery, ſo are its ſufferings ne- 
ver pitied; they are the juſt reward of the crime.

Repentance, be informed, is not merely a 
word, nor doth it ſolely conſiſt in ſorrow for 


fin : true and genuine repentance, ſuch as God 
requires, and will accept, is a ſincere and ſor— 


rowful ſenſe of our paſt mildoings, as diſnonour- 


tions, tortures, and death, — Moreover, all has Chriſt 8 to 


be and to do was foretold many years before he appeared, in 


the books of the Old Teſtament ; and was exactly fulfilled by 


him: he himſelf allo foretold many things, which were ex- . 


_ ally fulfilled ; and as none but God can foretel future events, 


ſo theſe prophecies are a full proof of the truth of the 


Chbrinian ꝛcligion.— The dedtrine too which Chriſt preach- 


ed, is ſo exc*\lent, and ſuperior to all other ever taught, that it 
could come from none but God—and the Sac aments which 
have continued in the church ever ſince Chriſt was upon earth, 
are clear and ſatisfactory proofs of his having been amongſt 
men: ſince no other perſon can be aſſigned as the ordainer 
of them; nor any other time of their inſtitution, than that 
of which the Goſpel ſpeaks. — But, above all, the 


\ preſent being of the Chriſtian religion, and its particular 


1 Ineſi to the ſtate of the human race, and the wants of miſer- 


| able ſinners, prove its divine original: for we may be ſatis- 


fed. that it could never have exiled at all, much leſs have 


contin1ed to this time, if it had not been divine; ſince it was 2 
_ introduced and propagated without any human aid, without 


arte, arms, or eloquence, and in oppoſition to all the opinions 
and 1:zi0us eſtabliſſiments then upon earch.—Chriſt there- 
fore did aſſuredly live and die, and riſe, as we believe; and 
the Goſpel is the certain Revelation of God's love to man- 


kind; of pardon and forgiveneſs to penitent returning ſin- 


ners. And as from this pardon no ſuch ſinners are excluded; 
fo they that contels and ſorſake their fins ſhall aſluredly find 
mercy.

act. In one word, it is leaving the ways, as well as 
being grieved for the works of ſin. The Pro- 
digal Son, not only was ſenſible of his own mi- 
ſery, and his ill conduct to his father, not only 

reſolved to ariſe and go to him, hut actually 
aroſe, went and confeſſed his unworthineſs, —. 


declared his determination to alter lis life *. 


If then, you are bleſt with this happy repen- 
tance —are ſorry for, and actually endeavour 
to change your life, and forſake your evil con- 
duct; then, in true faith, then ſincerely believing 
that Chriſt died for ſinners, and offers pardon 
to the penitent, apply to him in lowly confeſ- 
| ſion, and reſt ſatisfied that he will never caſt you 
Qu. 

This is the ſtate to which we would deſire t to 
bring you through God's grace; and for that 
purpoſe, nothing is here wanting. But we muſt 
urge one further conſideration of vaſt moment 
to you; namely, that as to obtain free pardon 
through Chriſt, an actual forſaking of fin is 
requiſite, ſo a ſtate of pardon implies and de- 
mands a new life : and there is nothing which 
can ſatisfactorily witneſs either to yourſelves or 
to others your real penitence and faith, but your

We muſt expect therefors bo ſee, 

In the public worſhip of God, the moſt ſo· 

Gong ſerious, and religious deportment. The 


| leaſt appearance of levity there will damp all our 


hopes. Conſider, in that holy ſervice, the eye 
of infinite purity is full upon you, ſeeing into 


the very ſecrets of your hearts ; and therefore 


imagine yourſeives ever in his ſight, and give 
"lace to no unhallow'd and unbecoming thoughts. 
But full of thankfulneſs for the rich mercies 


ſhewn you, join with fervent ſouls in the ſer- 


vice, and let your hearts ever keep Pace with 
your lips. 


Human nature is fo imperſect, that ſpite of 


our beſt endeavours, our wretched thoughts will 
but too eaſily wander even in the holieſt duties, 


This ſnould not diſcourage you when it hap- 
pens, but make you more humble and more 
varchſul ; and it will be ſerviceable to you to 


be exactly careful in attending to the ſervice in 


your books, as well as in making the proper re- 


ſponſes, to which we muſt requeſt you to be 


very attentive z as alſo to read the leſſons in your 


_ Bibles —And as it is thopght adviſable, that 


worthy people, deſirous of ſeeing this good 
work, ſhould be admitted to the Chapel, let that 
be another forceable motive to particular humi- 
lity in behaviour, The humble, meek, and 


down- 
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downcaſt look becomes thoſe who are in a ſtate 

of penitence, and will ever recommend : : the 
bold and dauntlels ſtare will give but mean ideas 
of reformation ; though indeed: ſuch as have 


any ſenſe at all of their paſt ſhame, will find little . 


courage to animate the wandring eye. 
As to the bleſſed Sacrament of the Lord's ſup- 
per, we ſhall ſay the leſs, as leaving it to the 
more particular concern of the Chaplain; but it 
would give us infinite ſatisfaction to hear and 
to find, that you were all well diſpoſed, and pro- 
perly prepared to be partakers of that holy feaſt, 
which is ſo neceſſary for every chriſtian, as well 


as ſo comfortable; and at which every true pe- 


nitent, humble in ſoul, and deſirous to walk in 
newneſs of life, will ever be an accepted gueſt. 
And with regard to the inſtructions you have 
from the pulpit, we ſhall only ſay, that as they 
are calculated and delivered for your Improve- 
ment, ſo we muſt require that you give good at- 
tention to them, and treaſure them up in your 
hearts; that you carefully apply them to your- 
ſelves, and pray to God for a bleſſing upon 
them ; that you always read over the text, and 
talk of the ſermon one with another; and if you 
can write, it may be of much advantage to 
tranſcribe the text, the heads of the ſermon, and 
any ſuch remarks as may chance particularly to 
ſtrike you. The review of this would afterwards 
die of much profit to you. —And if you are care- 
fal thus to regulate your behaviour, in regard

in the ſame conſcientious care, with reſpect _ 


2. To your private worſhip. 
Prayer is the moſt important Joy of a Chrif- 


tian; without a continuance in it, we can never 
hope to perſevere in the right path. Great are 


the promiſes annexed to it; and in the regular 


performance of it, we can ſcarce fail of a bleſ- 

ſing. Prayer is not mere lip-ſervice, not a la- 
bour only of the tongue, and a bare repetition 

of words; it is the deſire of the heart lifted up 


to God; it is the language of want: therefore 


you muſt be careful that your heart ſpeaks thro? 


your lips; and that your ſoul's deſire be elevat- 


ed to God, when you addreſs him in the ſolemn 
duty of prayer. — This, we hope, 7ou will ne- 


ver omit to perform orning and evening, in pri- 
vate; for which purpoſe, two prayers are an- 
nexed, (which we could wiſh yau to uſe, unleſs 
you have any more proper) at the ſame time 


nut-omitting to pour forth the earneſt requeſt of 


your hearts, in your own words, if you find par- 
ricular wants not ſpecified in theſe. — There is 
too an holy kind of prayer, which requires no 


particular ſeaſons, places, or forms, and which, 


as being the immediate language of the heart, 
aſcendeth moſt :cceptably to God -e mean 
ejacuiatory prayer; addreſſing God in ſhort and 


humble petitions, wherever you are, or what- 
ever you are doing ſuch petitions as your own. 


hear (3 
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hearts may dictate, or you may learn from che 
word of God, or the ſervice of the church. 


3. Indeed the beſt way to improve your- 


ſelves in this divine art, will be to read dazly and 


repulgrly ſome part of God's word. You ſhould 
determine this with yourſelves, and let no day 


paſs without reading ſome portion, more or leſs 
of the ſacred ſcriptures, eſpecially the New 
Teſtament.— This will ſtrengthen your faith, 


and increaſe your knowledge, and enable you 
to be much in the practice of that gaculation 
which we recommend — This too will enable 
you to keep your minds employed upon good 
and heavenly ſubjects; ; which you ſhould en- 


deavour to contemplate as much as you may, 
not only to prevent evil thoughts from moleſt- 


ing you; but to convince you more and more 
of the excellency of the choice you have made. 


And for other books, if you are deſirous of 
reading, they will be carefully ſupplied you : 


we wiſh to ſee you employed, during your ſpare 
hours, in ſerious reading; and ſhould be glad, 


and much recommend it'to thofe of you who are 
beſt able, to read to ſuch as are leſs inſtructed ; 
and to labour after an increaſe of knowledge, 
which we doubt not will bring an increaſe of vir- 
8 : 

4. Chearfulneſs and Content will always be 
acceptable ; and how can you better expreſs it, 
man by ſinging thoſe excellent and inſtructive 

Hymns, 
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Hymns which are provided for you; than by 
| endeavouring to improve in this holy employ- 


ment, which gives us ſuch ſatsfaction in the 
houſe of God! 2 But remember, that the heart 

in ſinging ſhould accompasy the voice; and that | 
if you ſing thoſe ſacred compoſitions without 


due attention, you will receive no advantage. 
Endeavour to impreſs your ſouls with a due ſenſe 
of the ſubject ; elevate your hearts to God; and 


then ſing with the voice of melody, and the 
ſoul of praiſe,” 

5. With reſpect to your converſation, ſome- 
thing was hinted before ; of this you muſt 


be eſpecially careful, as well as to avoid all 


pertneſs to your Superiors : and you will be ſo 


if your hearts are truly changed. For out of 
the abundance of the heart the mouth ſpcaketh. 


Looſe, vain, and vicious converſation, as it will 
be highly offenſive to your benefactors, and is 
immediately contrary to the rules of the Houſe ; 
fo will it be uneaſy and diſpleaſing to yourſelves, 
if you ſincerely feel and lament the ſad effects 
of looſe, vain, and vicious living. Let then 79 
corrupt communication proceed out of your mouths ; no 
profane, looſe, wicked words, no profanation of 
the holy name of Gd, Feſus,&c, Never ſuffer your- 
{elves to trifle with the name of the Almizhty, wan- 
tonly, without meaning, or on frivolous accaſions ; 
or to uſe any thing tending to an oath, as, Upon my 
Soul, 1 hope Io be ſaved, &c, but endeavour to 
purity 
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purify your lips from all appearance of evil. 
When you converſe together, let it at leaſt be 
innocent; if it be poſſible, we could with it 
might be edifying ; ; and an attendance to the 
Rules above given will enable you to make it 
ſo. But, for God's {ake, never be ſo abandon- 
ed and deteſtable, as to glory in your ſhame; as 
to repeat thoſe infamous ſcenes, which ſhould 
cover your faces with confuſion ; and which, if 
you glory in them, unrepenting, will be produ- 
ced at the laſt day, before all the world, to your 
unſpeakable horror, and be the means to fink. 
you for ever into the bottomleſs Pi it = endleſs 
miſery, 5 
You muſt not conceive, that by entring in- 
to this Houſe, your buſineſs is done, and your 
Salvation ſecured; this would be a fatal miſ- 
take. The life of a Chriſtian is a continued 
warfare ; and we have enemies, powerful ene- 
mies within, as well as w:thout, to encounter and 
ſubdue. —The ſad corruption of our nature is the 
great cauſe of our miſery ; and as long as you 
bear this mortal fleſh about you, you will be 
ſabje& to temptations and infirmities. You 
mult reſolve, therefore, and endeavour to van- 
quiſh all the evil defires and predominent luſts 
of the fleſh, and muſt labour to keep under your 
corrupt affections : this is required of every Chri- 
ſtian, but peculiarly of you, who, in a life of 
pen-

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penance, for ſenſual enormities, ſhould be par- 
ticula iy careful to ſubdue the evil n of 


the fleſh.

careful to obſerve both, as well upon religious 

as temporal motives. Deſirous to mortify all

worſt enemy, the enemy within: following the 


example of St, Paul, I keep under my body, and
